and support the peace .nd national salvation policy.

In the case of the lesser imvortant Chinese 
language mosquito Papers, each editor attended head- 
quarters on the afternoon of August 7th and after being : 
apprised of their contents was called upon to sign one 
of the attached acceptances of warning. The list of

Apart trom the Russian Regiment, 
which was on duty in many 
parts of the city, the volunteer 
members of the S.V.C.. had a well- 
earned rest yesterday when they 
were ordered to stand by after 
having manned defences throughout 
the week-end.

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Gen. Chiang Issues Message 
To Shanghai 


Urges “Spiritual Fortress” Against Japanese ; 
Faith in Chinese Currency Re-Affirmed 


Chungking. Aug. 12. 

SPECIAL message addressed to the Chinese in Shanghai on 

the eve of the second unniversary of the outbreak of the 
Sino-Japanese hostilities around that city was issued by General 
Chiang Kai-shek today. The message reads :—Today, all Chi- 
nese. whether at the front or tn the rear, whether soldiers or 
civilians, turn their thoughts to Shanghai. ‘Everyone is deeply 
concerned about our fellow-citizens in Shanghai. [ wish ta 
express to them my impressions and also my hopes.” 


The Generalissimo goes on to ap- ; 
peal to the Shanghai Chinese: | 
1, That the intellectuals and Press 
form a “spiritual fortress’ against 

Japanese propaganda. 

2. That economic and financial 
circles have faith in the Chinese 
icurrency to strengthen China’s fin- 
aneial and economic gwsition. 

3. That the Chinese youth in 
Shanghai realize theu responsibili- 
ties, and pursue their studies and 
researches, 

4. That the Chinese labourers in 
Shanghai continue their work for 
the support of Chinese resistance and 
reconstruction. 

5. That all Chinese in Shanghai 
assist each other, and mutually share 
their hardships. so that the Shanghai 
Chinese will add a “glorious chapter 
to the integrity and honour of the 
Chinese nation and race.” 

Tne statement refers at length to 
Shanghai's past achievements in 
China's renaissance and her revolu- 
tion, particularly to the heroic sacri- 
fices made by the Chinese at Shang- 
hai during the hostilities around that 
city. 
| “Their determination and heroism,” 
; ihe Generalissimo declares, “shatter- 
| ed the Japanese dream of conquering 
‘China within a few weeks, and also 
changed international opinion of 
Chinese resistance, forcing other 
, countries to the conclusion that the 
' Chinese can never be conquered, and 
that Chinese resistance will have the 
brightest future. Though two years 
have elapsed, these scenes appear 
vividly before us today.” 

The Generalissime pvints cut that, 
since the fall of Shanghai, mmny 
| Chinese. factories and culturai insti- 
' tutions have moved into the interior, 
| together with thousands of technical 
; experts, skilled labourers and intel- 
jectuals. who played an impor‘ant |: 4 
irole in supporting the movement for 
carrying on the war of resistance. 


Currency Situation 


ie emphasizes, however, that with 
the war entering its third year, the 
hardships suffered by the Chinese 
in Shanghai are bound ite increase; 
but he assures the Shanghai Chinese 
that “the day of our final victory 
comes n@arer every day.” 

The Generalissime states that he 
fully appreciates the fact that the 
Japanese are applying pressure upou 
the Shanghai Chinese, both politic- 
ally and ecenomically; but he declares 
that the responsibilities af the Chi- 
nese in Shanghai are therefore be- 
coming heavier, 

“There are only two roads open 
iy us——surrender and slavery or re- 
sistance and victory,” the General- 
issimo declares. “There is only one 
read—ihe road of resistance—which 
every patriotic, self-respecting Chi- 
nese must follow." 

Referring 1o the currency situation 
in Shanghai. General Chiang em- 
vhasizes that present conditions can- 
not affect the position of the cur- 
rency. He points out that China is 
self-sufficient as regards daily neces- 
sities; and that the Chinese national 
resources are so tremendous that the 
Chinese currency has unlimited re- 
serves. 

So long as the Chinese have faith 
in an ultimate Chinese victory, there 
is a great future fo; the country. 
“Our faith in the currency,” the 
Generalissimo states, “can never be 
shaken.” 

After assuring the Shanghai Chi- 
rese that the Chinese Government 
has carefully devised means of meet- 
ing the economic situation, General 
Chiang calls upon them to support 
the currency, stating that to support 
the currency is to be loyal to the 
Government. 

He reminds the Shanghai Chinese 
of their responsibility to defend the 
Chinese “economic fortress."—Reuter. 
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Anniversary Passes Quietly 


As Whole City Mobilizes 


Leaflets Dropped from Japanese Plane ; Anti-British 
Orators in Hungjao; Parade in Hongkew 


UGUST 13—the second anniversary of the commencement of 
**® hostilities in Shanghai has passed. Its passing was as quiet 
as its entrance. No untoward incidents marred the calm of the 
Settlement and French Concession. There were no terrorist out- 
break... Indeed terrorists would have been foolhardy souls had 
they attempted to create disorder in Shanghai yesterday for so 
thorough were the precautions it would probably have been an 
impossibility to escape retribution. Only incidents to break the 
tranquility of the city were a small anti-British demonstration in 


Hungjao, and parades against the Gen. Chiang Kai-shek regime 
in Hongkew. 


There was one more incident. This: 
was provided by a Japanese aero- 
plane which showered large quanti- 
ties of anti-Chiang Kai-shek pam- 
phlets over Hungjao and Hongkew. 
In the Settlement and Concession, 
- however, no such scenes were wit- 
jnessed. This was due to the addi- 
tional precautions which had been 
taken following the only bomb out- 
rage during the anniversary period. 
Perpetrated at the premises of the i 
Shanghai Inland Steamship Naviga- 
tion Co,, at the corner of North Soo- 
chow and North Honan Roads on 
Saturday, eleven persons were in- 
jured as the missile exploded. 

First Japanese demonstration on 
the anniversary day took place at 
Hungjae in the merning. Here fiery 
orators held forth against Great | 
Britain before a crowd of Chinese. : 
Pamphlets were distributed, some of | 
them ordering Chinese in the Shang-. 
hai area employed by British firms 
to leave their jobs within one week, 
while others ordered Chinese women 
married to Britons to obtain divorces 
immediately. 


Leaflets Distributed 


In the afterncon the demonstra- 
tions were continued and other 
printed material, urging the closure 
of all British schools, the seizure 
of British mission property and 
business houses, were handed around. 
Hongkew also had a demonstration 
but this was confined solely to an 
lanti-Chiang Kai-shek and anti- 
Communist outburst. . 
| About 1,700 Japznes® primary and 
middie school students, and some 50 
Russians took part inthe Hongkew 
parade which started at the corner 
of Range Road and North Szechven 
Road shortly after 245 p.m. it ended 
half an hour tater. The Russians - 
taking part waved the old Imperial | 
flag of their country and were paid 
reported to be 50 cents in the new 
Hwa Hsing currency for their assist- 
ance. 

After proceeding down North Sze- 
chuen Road and Norh Soochow Road, 
‘the demonstrators came to a halt at 
ithe intersection of Broadway and 
‘North Seochow Road. An _ orator 
harangued for some time and the | 
parade then wended its way down 
Broadway and Seward Road, singing

HREE Chinese men and one woman were seriously injured 
and seven sustained minor injuries when a bomb was thrown 
into the N. Honan Road entrance of the Shanghai Inland Steam- 
ship Navigation Co., a Japanese concern with offices on the ground | 
floor of the Embankment Building, at about 8.15 p.m. yesterday. | 
A, glass pane above the door was badly smashed as the cigarette- 
tin type hand-grenade had passed through there, whilst shrapnel , 
| perforated the large windows at several places. 
The exact circumstances of the incident could not be ascer- 
tained, as everything was stated to have happened with such 
| Sapiatty that none of the eye-witnesses was able to give a clear 
| version of the happening. 
Among the injured is C.P.C. 2667 
attached to West Hongkew station, 
who was on duty at that intersection 
and suffered abrasions on the right 
arm, while a member af the “B” 
.Company, S.V.C., was also near the 
Scene at the time and was being 


questioned by investigating officers at 
West Hongkew Station, 


Realdents Locked-In 


Meanwhile, the residents of the | 
hens? einer? building when hearing | 
the explosion which was stated tn!

In view 
of the fact, however, that polices 
officers subsequently removed the tin 
from the basin and found it ta con- 
tain a pocket-knife, a few stamps 
and some other oddities, it was be- 
lieved that it had been dropped by 
one of the persons near the scene 
at the time.

Curfew was strictly enforced last 

night and while foreigners were 
permitted to return to their homes 
after having been given a stern 
warning, all Chisese found without 
eure passes were detained and 
iwill only be released at 5 am. to- 
{day, somewhat the wiser for the 
experience, 

Newspaper offices came in for parti- 
cular attention ftom the Shanghai 
Volunteer Corps and were guarded 
since 5 a.m. yesterdav, while a large 
number of S. V. C¢. patrols have 
greatly augmented the military patrols 
in the various districts of the Settle- 
ment. The former premises of the 
Central Bank of China have been 
converted into the temporary head- 
quarters of “A” Battalion which 
Cunctions in the central district. 
whilst tae S. V. C. drill hall and 
gymnasium have been converted into 
barracks, as have the premises cf 
the Rowing Ctub. 

Plateons are standing by at these 
various concentration points, ready

NEWSMEN ASK

Spokesman Declares 
Assault On News Row 
Not Serious 


Information obtained by 
the Japanese Navy, regarding 
Saturday evening’s terrorist 
attack on newspaper row, 
Avenue Edward VII, “indi- 
cates that the assailanis in 
the case were acting under 
the direction of the ‘Chung- 
‘king regime’ and are closely 
affiligted with communist ele- 
ments,” declared the spokes- 
man at yesterday's press con- 
ference. 


Queried on what could have 
teen the objective of the ter- 
rorists, the spokesman said that 
the matter was now being in- 
vestigated by the Shanghai 
Mufficipal Pclice. “It has been 
suggested, however,” he added. 
“that it was an attempt to 
create an uproar in the Inter. 
national Settlement in order to 
disercdit the British-dominated 
Shanghai Municipal Police in 
view of the weakening of the 
British policy in the Far East. 
“Further, it was also an attempt 

io attack a number of newspapers 
wnich in the past were violently 
anti-Japanese, but had recently 
moderated their tone,” the spokes- 
men stated. 

“Onsuhstantiated Opinion” 

When it was pointed out that 
the particular newspaper atlack- 
ed in Saturday's terrorist up-_ 
heaval was the Chinese-Ameri- 
caz Daily News, which alone 
published a Chungking denun- 
eiatiun of Wang Ching-wei, the 
spokesman replied: “That is an 
unsubstantiated cpinion.” 

To another remark that this 
Particular newspaper had only 
recently received threatening 
Ictters from partisans of Wang 
Ching.wei, he said: “There is 


net sufficient evidence ta prove 
this.” 


The spokesman answered that he 
was not in a position to discuss 
“thé views of the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Police or anybody else," wien 
a correspondent said he helieved 
the police had evidence that the 
Same Weapons were used in Satur- 
day's affray as had been uscd on 
June 16, in an attack which had 
been definitely established as hay- 
ing ‘been made by pro-Wang groups. 


“Bo You Ask Police?” 

A question whether the navy 
spokesman could gtye more cotcrete 
evidence than the mere statement 
that the Japanese authorities had 
indicalion that the “assallants were 
acting under the direction of the 
‘Chungking regime,’" was answered 
by the query: “Do you ask the 
police where they secure their infor. 
mation?” 

! A correspondent then strove 
{ to discover whether, at least, the 
information in the possession of 

the Japanese navy was purely 
| Japanese or whether it was cor- 
| reberated by the Shanghai 

Municipal Police. This query 

elicited the answer: “That is one 

of the essential secrets.” 

The spokesman said the Jarin- 
ese authorities had no inform: tion 
that the terrorists had come from 
the “BadjJands" area. .He © clared 
that “in view of the persis'ent re_ 
ports that Chinese element planned 
fo kill €tr Archibaie Clars Kerr in 
order ta cause such an uproar of 
British public opinien that no| 
agreement in Tokyo cc:ild be reach-: 
ed, one was led to the impression 
that terrorists disturbed peace and 
arder in the Settlement to create 
friction between the Setttement 
authorities and the Japanese.” 


“Not Serious” 


A correspondent, asking whether 
the Japanese regarded the assault 
on news row as serious, reminded 
the spokesman that he had said re- 
cently that the Japanese might be 
forced to take over the Interna_ 
tional Settlement in the event of a 
“serious” incident occurring. 

In reply, the spokesman stated 
that Saturday night's attack was 
“not serious in that sense at all." 
He added that “its ramifications 
are not yet clear.” 

Fourth Death 

Meanwhile, the fourth victim of 
!Saturday night's outbreak of ter- 
‘rorism died in the St. Elizabeth 
Hospital yesterday morning. She 
was Chen Woo-sz, 39-year-old native 
of Ningpo, who was wounded in the 
right shoulder during the shooting 
aftray in the Louza dlstrict, 

Police of the two foreign_admin- 
{istered areas, meanwhile, were tak- 
jing extraordinary precautions 
against a recurrence of the out-| 
break on newspaper row. The 
French Police stationed two mobile 
steel blockhouses at the corner of 
Avenue ‘Edward VII and Rue Mon- 
tauban.

Arraigned In Court 

Accused of participating in Satur. 
day’s terroristic activities, three of 
the six suspects arrested by police 
were brought before the First Spe- 
cial District Court yesterday. Mr. 
Paul Y. Ru. municipal advocate, 
was in charge of the prosecution. 

Tt was revealed at yesterday's 
court session that two of the three 
men had previous conviction re- 
cords, one of the two having been 
convicted on criminal charges no 
less than 16 times, it was stated. 

The prisoners gave their names as 
Shen Yu-fei, 26, Kompo; Woo Yih- 
wei, 29, Canton, and Ting Yune- 
seng, 29, Chekiang. Shen stcod 
tamely in the prisoners’ dock, stilt:

Arrests Made By Police 
In Wake Of Saturday’s | 
Outburst Of Terrorism 


Extensive Searching And Investigations Are Being 
Conducted; Casualty List Totals Three Dead 
And Twenty Wounded, Including Gangsters 


HEROISM OF CHINESE CONSTABLES; 
F; MUCH SYMPATHY FOR VICTIMS 


Further investigations made yesterday by the Shanghai 
Municipal Police into Saturday night’s bloody skirmish, in 
whien no fewer than 100 shots were fired and several hand 
grenadcs thrown in the terrorist shooting and bombing affray., 
eosting the lives of three persons and injuring 17 others, includ- 
ing a foreign woman, adjacent to -’The Shanghai Times” building, 
160 Avenue Edward VII. reveai an attempt made to execute one 
cf the boldest plots of destruction in this city for many years. 

It would uppear from all inquiries made yesterday by this 
journal that the terrorist gang actually had as their objective 
the destruction of all the Chinese newspapers in the vicinity, ! 
namely, the “China Evening News,” (Ta Wan Pao} and the: 
“Chinese-American Daily News,” (Chung Mei Jih Pao), only 
ihe instantancous and exemplary manner ip which the Chinese 


constables acted at the special post outside the building prevent- 
ed this disaster. 


Lancing on the scene in four or 
five hire cars, the gangsters, who 
numbered more than 20. presum- 
ably from the bvadlands, entered the 
building frcm the alleyway and secur- 
ed entrance through a side doorway. 
Eye-witnesses state that the mob 
lirst ordered the chauffeurs to park 
ihe cars ncar Kiangse Road, where 
they hacl presumably posted took- 
auts lo watch fcr the police. Prior 
to entering the building when they 
brcke up into groups. the party 
seized a C.P.C, and disarmed him 
of his 308 Colt automatic pistol, 
while the others passecdl to gain ad. 
mittanee, Inside the building, the 
groups entered various floors, 
where they intended to ex- 
ecute their well planned 
mission, when they enccunter- 
ed scme apparentiy overlooked ob- 
Stacle making a hitch in the plot, 


and one of the group commenced 
' to fire. 


Fire On Chinese Police 

Being broken up and lirmg hav- 
mg comnicnced, members of the 
eroups. faring capture, discarded 
tic idaa of bombing and thought 
cnly of making a safe get-away. 
Three C.P.Cls stationed outside the 
buildings. Noy. 1418, 1472 and 1895. 
\the latter being a plain clothes man 
who had enly been on the Porce a 
few nuniths. challenved the tirst 
‘scaping group. who immediately 
fired on them. (The policemen dréy. 
their pistols and returned the fire, 
but the three of them were sevi- 
cusly wounded, The other groups 
‘row escaped fram the buildins, 
Jfiving their way out. and heading 
; west to Kiangse Road tu their 
iawaiting cars. 

Tn the dramatic escape there was 
a continuous burst of fire, with bui- 
iets whizzing everywhere. The 
gangsters are reported to have been 
, actually running and firing shots 
lo the rear, over their shoulders. 
:No attempt was mace to select any 
‘particular persens, the fleeing gun-: 
:men merely shooting at anyone 
;whom they saw. 

Sume of the gang are suid to have 
run to the French Concession, dis- 
-earding their weapons and bembs 
fon the run, French police on 
Avenue Edward VIT opened fire 
Srom (their post outside the Palais 
‘Cabaret at the fleeing guniner, Bul- 
lets landed in the side of buildings 
land motor cars and ricocheted en 
the street. 


Hail Of Shets Meet Bus 


Turning the corncr and moking 
for Kianugse Read the gunmen tet 
fly a hait of bullets into railless: 
trolley cars, several butlets pierc- | 
ing the bodies. The driver of rail- 
less tram, No. B. 357 was seriously 
wounded and had a very narrow 
escape from death as the bullets 
entered the front of his bus while 
it was proceeding to make the turn 
at the corner of Avenue Edward 
Vil. 

A bemb thrown on Kiangse Road 
might haye been intended for 
Pclice Consiable Neo. 1580, who was 
en duty at the intersection of Can- 
ton and Kiangse Road.

Much firing took place along 
Kiangse Read, as cevideneed from

Abandoned Car Found 


The gangsters, who had not dis- 
uppeared elsewhere. now made a 
get-away in two cars. One of these! 
cars was later found abandoned on ' 
Avenue Foch near Avenue du Roi 
Albert, The other car proceeded on 
Kiangse Road and up Hankow Road 
in its get-away when it encounter- 
ed the search party from Leouza 
Gistrict as reported fully in yester- 
day’s account of the outrage. 

When the Louza district search 
party of the S.M.P., operating cn 
Harkow Road, near Chekiang Road, 
cbserved this car, they challenged it. 
Instead of stepping, the car acceler- 
rated, ignoring the police command, ' 
and opened fire on the party. The 


police promptly returned the fire’ 
on the car, several shots hitting 
the machine. Police are of the 
opinion that the driver was intimid- 
ated, one of the gang having put 
a gun in his back and told him to 
“step on the gas,” since chalienging 
is not igncred by chauffeurs. 

This machine stopped. however, 
with men alighting and fleeing in 
different directions, firing from 
mauser pistols, with the potice

from Central and Louza Stations worked throughout yesterday 
and last night, questioning suspects, witnesses and policemen on | 
tHe scene at the time, in an endeavour to reconstruct the Cpe: 
which, as far as could be ascertained was well organized but 
ended in failure. 
Now that the smoke bas somewhat 
cleared, it becomes apparent that 
apart from the 20 men who arrived 
in four Ford taxis at Kiangse Road 
shortly before 8.15 p.m. on Saturday.

prevented from doing so by a ioeked 
daor, 


Whilst the first party fired a large 
number of shots. killing one of the 
Chinese type-setters and the second 
party opened fire on the stairway, 
another party entered the premises of 
the Tung Wei Trust Co.. at 159 
Avenue Edward YII, the offices ot 
which face the building housing the 
two Chinese papers and killed an 
aged tea boy employed there who 
gallantly attempted to close the door 
on the armed party, 


Gunmen Retreat 


Meanwhile however, panic betook 
the various gunmen who best a hasty 
retreat into the alley towards 
Avenue Edward VII, firing into the 
air as they ran and waving their 
hand-grenades of which one had 
already been thrown whilst another 
exploded in front of the “Shanghai 
Times” building, 


Many of the terrorists escaped inte 
the French Concession where arms 
und ammunition were found ov 
various streets, whilst most of the 
men ran inty Kiangse Road. where a 
third hand-grenade was thrown and 
where one party at least boarded 
theiy car which was to take them 
back toa the “badlands” but which 
actuajly landed them in the hands of 
a police search party operating or 
Hankow Road. 

Of the four mutor cars ovceupied 
by the gangsters, two were found 
abandoned in the French Concession, 
whilst the third came to grief on 
Hankeow Read where five police 
bullets put it out of commission. 


By the modus opcrandi deployed in 
Saturday’s coup, there seems to be 
no doubt that the ganesters are those 
who attempted a similar coup at the 
editorial] offices of “The Morning 
Leader”, 1380 Ningpo Road on June 
16. when, it will be recalled, police 
watchmen were also disarmed whilst 
a number of shats were fired and a 
dud hand-grenade thrown. IL seems 
furthermore established that the 
hand-grenades uscd by the gang vii 
Saturday are of the sume lot as the 
two found on Nanking Roud on che 
morning of July 16, where they had 
probably been cliscarded by terrorists 
who decided at the last moment that 
it was too dangerous to throw them. 
Meanwhile, the large number of 
Suspects have been carefully ques- 
tioned and, whilst police offetais im 
charge of the case refused to i2lease 
any information vesterday cone2rning 
the shoot-ups, it was understood that 
only four suspects are still being 
detained, mest of them with previous 
ciiminal records und all natives af 
Kompo, a district known for gunmen 
and other criminals, 


Deeds of Bravery 


But if Saturday's incident caused a 
Stir, it also was a demonstration of 
bravery as rarely witnessed before 
in this city, 

Mr. A. F. “Tug” Wilson who died 
at 9.30 bo.m. on Saturday as a result 
of a gun-shot wound suscained in the 
yegion of the heart. was attending 
customers in his establishment across 
the street from the scene of the 
Shooting, at the time. He made a 
dash for the door in an endeavour te 
cross the strcet and to assist the 
poltce, being prevented from doing 
so by a friend who advised hirn to 
stay under cover und not to risk 
being shot. Wilson however was able 
to release himseif from the firm grip 
ot his friend and cashed towards the 
alley. When he had almost arrived 
there, 15 shots in his direction 
rang out. Wilson, mortally injured 
summoned his last bit af strength 
and attempted ta dash across te his 
establishment, ouiy to collapse in the 
middie of the :oadway. A French 
saldier then crawlea tuwards the in- 
jured man and at great personal risk 
managed to get him on te the French 
side of the street where he was 
Tushed to hospital in an ambulance. 

A Chinese detective who was at 
the scene it the time, continued ta 
fire at the escaping gunmen after he 
himself had already been hit and lav 
in the gutter ani there was a distinct 
possibility of his being shot by the 
police. With one finger on the trigger 
however and the other hand display- 
ing his detective badge, be continued 
to fire until the ecriminais had dis- 
appeared and he was rushed to the 
hospital, 


Inspector W. H. Widdowson, who 
was near the scene at the time, also 
risked his life by running into the 
alley and arresting one of the 
Suspects at present being held. al- 
though the latter had a hand-srenade 
in one hand and a Mauser pistel in 
the other 

In the subsequent Hankow Road 
shoot-up, Probationary Sergeant | 


Zbovrosky. who headed the search 


party responsible for the apprehen- | 


sion of two additional suspects and 
who has only been with the S.M.P. 
for eight months, courageously faced 
being shot at point-blank range and 
fire only after he had ascertained 
that he was not endangering any of 
the many pedestrians on the 
thoroughfare at the time. 


The Chinese constable who +." 
robbed of his pistol as the gang 
emerged from inside the alley 
and who, on giving chase, although 
greatly out-numbered, was shot and 
sagged to the ground with injuries to 
his right knee, also deserves special 
mention, 


Reserve Unit Busy 


Whilst deteclives were busy 15 
their offices, the Reserve Unit of the 
S.ALP. was on continuous duty from 
¥.30 pm. on Saturday until 8 a.m. 
yesterday as they continued tu search 
hotels, lodging houses and the scene 
of the shaotings in an endeavour to 


find additionat arms and ammunition. ° 


The condition ot the injured per- 
sons remains unchanged, with three 
il a very serious condition and others 
only slightly injured although need- 
ing hospital attention. Miss Nelly 
Schikinskaya, 19 year-old dance 
partner employed by the Palais Cafe.

Terrorism broke out again 
in Shanghai last night and 
when the smoke of two ter- 
rific gun battles and three or 
four bombings had cleared 
away, one American and one 
Chinese were dead, one Polish 
girl was wounded, while 16 
Chinese including three Chin-~ 
ese Police Constables of the 
Shanghai Munixipal Police 
were suffering from Villet 
wounds to varying degrees of 
seriousness,

Started In Badlands 


The story of these outrages sounds 
like a shipwrecked sailor's night« 
mare. It started at a Ford Hire 
Station qn Edimburgh Road. It 
was here that more than 15 armed 
gunmen from the “badlands” en- 
gaged fdcur hire cars and started 
out on one of the wildest rides that 
jhas ever been recorded in fhis city’s 
history. 

These 15 men were cold, hard 
killers. They were under orders 
from a group af plotters ta attack 
pro-Chinese newspapers inside the 
International Settlement, according 
to information obtained by the 
police last night. 

dust what happened after the 
Biunmen teft the Ferd Hire Station 
and the time they reached the 
scene of thelr first attacks’ on 
Avenue Edward VII, Shanghai's 
newspaper row, is a trifle obscure. 
But it is kncwn that they stopped: 
en route to pick up cargoes of hand= 
grenades. This has been substan- 
tiated by the fact that eight hand- 
grenades were seized by the police 
-r foun.) near the scene of some ot 
-he outrages. 

The first stop of tie terrorist mob 
was the corner of Kianzgse Road 
and Avenwe Edward VAI. 

Invade Newspaper Plants 

Al ~his point, the gunmen ordered 
he chauficurs ef their cars to stop 
ina park at the side of the street 
near a railless tr.m station. Onc 
sangster, as ncar as could be learned 
«ast Night, remained in each car to 
suard the chauffeurs. The remain- 
ing mobsters left the machines. 
walked down Avenue Edward VII ta 
an alleyway leading to the old 
Shanghai Cotton Exchange Build- 
ng, new occupied by the printing 
dJlants ct a number of newspapers. 

Six cf the gunmen, brandish- 
ing their Mausers, entered the 
building and walked up the 
stairs to the typesetting rooms af 
the Ta Wan Pac, British regis- 
tered Chintse language daily. 

A telegraph messenger boy 
war standing on the landing 4s 
the gunmen put in their ap- 
Piarance. The youth commenc- 
ed to scream, yteaded with the 
tervcrists not to shoot him. 

“Tm only a metsenger boy,” 
he whimpered. 

One cf th: gunmen fired 2 
shot ai the boy's feet and told 
him ¢o stand quiet in a corner 
cf the landing. ‘‘Then you 
won't get hurt,” said the ter- 
rcrist. 

Watchman Acts 

The shot attracted the attention 
ef a wetchman employed by the 
Chinese-American Daily News, 
{which occupies the premises of the 
second. floor. Noticing that the 
terrorists were coming on up the 
stairs, he shut and bolted a wooden 
dcor at the top of the landing. 
Thus blocked, the gangsters retrac- 
ed their steps and returned to the 
rooms of the Ta Want Pac, where 
they upset a few trays of type but 
engaged in no serious shooting,

Printers Wounded 


Leaving these reoms, the mob- 
sters returned to the ground floor 
where they were joined by the rest 
,of the yang. They attempted to 
tnter the press rooms of both the 
‘Chinese-American Datliy News and 
the Ta Wan Pao, which is Iccated 
on the ground floor of the building. 
There they opehed fire on a group 
ol defenseless printers. 

The first voiley wounded 
Wang Shih-ven, 40, native of 
Ningpe, and Koo Shing-chou, 
35, native of Soovhow, bkoth 
printers. Wang was seriously 
wourded and his condition, vp 
to « late bour last night, was 
critical. 

The terrorists then started 
for the entrance of the alley, 
shocting as they ran. One bullet 
struck a Chinese coolie who 
happened to be caught in the 
fine of fire. He died a few 
minutes later. 

It was at-this juncture that 
Captain Wilson, hearing the shoot- 
ing, dashed across the street from 
the New Ritz and attempted te 
intervene. The terrorists turned 
their guns in his direction. The 
captain fell to the pavement, fatal- 
ly wounded. 

After leaving the alley, the ter- 
rorists Started a niad dash for their 
parked automobiles on Kiangse 
Road near the corner of Avenue 
Edward VII. By this time, both 
the French and Settlement police 
had conimenced to. gather. 


Gun Battle Follows 


The shooting that followed was 
one of the most violent in the crime 
history of Shanghai. More than 120 
suols were exchanged while the 
bandits threw one hand grenade in 
front of the building oceupled by 
THE CHINA Press and the Shanghai 
Times. Three Chinese police con- 
stables were wound:d during this 
phase of the incidel.t. It was also 
M this juncture that the Polish 
girl, who was just leaving a bus al 
the corner of Kiangse Road and 
Avenue Edward VII sustained bul- 
let wounds to the legs and arins. 

Because of the large crowd oi 
pedestrians on the street at the 
time, the police found it necessary 
jto exercise considerable care in their 
shcoting with the result that the 
terrorists all reached their automo- 


biles and departed from the vicinity, 
They continued ic sheot from the 
windows of the cars, however, Us 
the machines disappeared from 
sight. 

While the terrorists managed to 
vanish from the neighborhood, they 
turned up again in a matter of 
a few minutes. The ears separated 
in driving through side streets of 
the Central and Loauza Districts 
but the terrorists, their killing in- 
stincts not yet satisfied, continued 
to create more disorder. 


Car Searched 


At 8.40 p.m., Sergeant Zbrov- 
sky, of the Louza Police Station, 
heading + jpatrul of three 
Chinese Police constables, was 
on duty at the corner of Che- 
kiang and Hankow Reads. One 
of .the gangster cars was speed- 
ing along Hankew Road in an 
easterly direction. | Zbrovsky, 
who had been searching cars ail 
evening, stepped in front of the 
machine and raised his hand 
in a motion to the chauffeur te 
stop. 
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Two terrovists were in the car 
and they immediately opened fire 
on the sergeant. A bullet whistled 
past his heud and the officer 


ducked just in time te miss con- | 


tacting a second messenger of death. 
It was at this identical moment 
that the three Chinese constables 
went into action and open fire on 
the car. 

‘Lhe tirst volley from the pelice 
gun: wounded one of the ter- 
rerisis, Subsequent volleys rid- 
Ged the «ar with Eullets, The 
wounded gangster slumped for- 
ward in ihe :eat while his mate 
attcmpted te jump from the 
machine and cscape. He was 
caught, hewever, and relicved of 
his Mauser. In this car, the 
pelicc found five hand grenades. 
The haul ake netted them the 
two mililary Mauser: which the 
lerrosists were carrying, 

Newspaper Office Bombed 

At almcst the same moment, an- 
other of the terrorist cars drove up 
to a small Chinese language news- 
paper oh Kwangsi Road near D1s- 
Kiang Road. The gunmen pitched 
two hand grenades at the front 
entrance ci the establishment and 
then attempted to ‘make off. 

it so happencd that a police patrol 
party from the Louza Station was 
near this spot and immediately 
epened fire ¢n the gangsters. The 
terrorists fled from the machine 
and disappeared down side streets. 
Seven. persons, including bystanders 
and printers, were wounde:| during 
the bombing. 

It is belleved that some cf the 
vangsters were wounded but this 
could not beconfirmed upto an early 
hour this morning. A large num- 
ber of suspects are reported to have 
been taken into custody, howeyer, 
and were being held at the Louza 
Station last night fcr questioning. 

Another of the four cars was 
found on Rue du Consulat in the 
French Concession. ‘The machine 
had been abandoned. Three hand- 


grenades were found near this

The fourth car also was account- 
ed for last night: The gangsters 
deserted the machine ‘in the 
Bubbling Weil Road district and 
the cheuffeur drove back‘ to the 
Edinburgh Station to report the: 
affair. The police were notified 
and the chauffeur is new  heing 
hetd for interrogation. 

Several Theories 

Several theories as to the motive 
hack of last night's shootings and: 
bombings have been advanced by 


the police, One is that was solely 
an attack on pro-Chinese news- 
papers, Another is that the 
shootings were carried out both 
with the idea of terrorizing Chin- 
ese Janguage dailies and at the 
same time obtaining revenge for 
the shooting by S.MP. offers of 
two “Ta Tao” police officers on 
Stone Bridge three days ago. 

A number of automobiles parked 
niong Avenue Edward VII were 
riddled with bullets during the 
shocting in that area. One of 
these was owned by Mr. A. Morley, 
editor of the Shkanghat Times. 
Another machine which received 
similar treatment is owned by Mr- 
Laci, Avenue Edward VIT restaurant. 
owner. A French police officer, 
standing behind a concrete power 
post, became a trifle excited and 
instead of shooting at the gang- 
sters, fired six shots into Mr. Laci’s 
car. 

As a result of jast night’s out- 
rages, Shanghai was turned into 
an armed camp before 9 p.m, Polic 
patrols in most sections of the 
fSettiement and the French Conces- 
sion were doubled and in some 
cases, even trebled. Alleys, hotels 
and even-private Chineve dwellings 
were subjected ta thorough seaicnes 
while all automobiles were stopped 
and searched.

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At 10.30 pom. yasterday, Mr. C.D. Alcott, 
speaking over Station XMIIA, delivered the following 
address on rent racketeering in Shanghai ¢- 

The three greatest curses of humanity are 
war, cancer and the rackets. A racket, according to 
the popular definition today is profiteering, the 
milking of mankind, usury and the promotion of 
enterprises intended to fleece the masses in their 
strugzle for the three prime economic wants of man, 
namely food, clothing and shelter. 

Shanghai, as most of my listeners know, 
is a city dedicated to commerce and rackets. 
Hoarding, profiteering, usury, and wildcat speculation 
have always played an important part in the economic 
life of the Asia Metropolis. This characteristic has 
never been more pronounced than at the present time. 
Shell-shocked, still suffering from the effects of 

% y ) a war fought on our back doorsteps two years ago-= 

a war not yet over~- it is not surprising that 
Shanghai to-day should find itself confronted with 
the most serious economic and financial situation of 
its 85 years of warped and hectic existence. The 
Sino~Japanese hostilities, of course, must be blamed 
as the root of this unhappy economic position. And 
like all wars, the Shanghai couflict had its crop of 


racketeers. 
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(In that respect the Japanese Army is 
unique because it carried with it its own profiteering 
organ or what nave you. The Special Section of the 
Japanese Army is there specially to help the army to 
live off the land by every means it can find. It is 
only a so-called legitimate act of war. This has 
extended itself to the area south of tne Creek as well 
aS to the north cf the Creek which is under Japanase 
occupation). 

Hoarding of food supplies by profiteers, 
as a means of forcing the rank and file to pay better 
prices later on, has been one of the most vicious 
rackets to exist in this city. At the moment, 
Shanghai is actually confronted with a rice famine and 
hoaréers, still dealing in native rice, are holding 
their stocks of superior quality srain, selling 
inferior grades at top prices. Before the present 
mice situation has clarified itself, the Settlement 
authorities may fine it necessary to take new action 
toward control. In fact, a meeting on this very topic 
was held by the gentlenen of the S.M-C. Tuesday. 
Action was deferred. 

However, there is still another racket, 
now being operated in the foreign administered areas 
of Shanghai and no control is yet in sight. It is a 


far more serious racket than the rice situation, 
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primarily because the Council will, if pushed, control 
the rice problem. TI am referring to the rent racket, 
With the exception of a very small minority of forelgners 
who receive their incomes in foreign currency, these 
rackets are working a hardship on the sreat bulk of 

tha population of the International Settlement and 

the French Concession, that may have more serious 
repercussions than those engaged in their operation 
perhaps realize at the moment. 

Apparently, some of our landlords, their 
vision blurred by quick and fantastic profits, have 
lost their balance. For nothing would please the 
Japanese more than to see the foreign and Chinese 
vested interests in the foreign areas engaged in a tong 
war with the public on the question of rent profiteering 
or any other big economic squeeze. Such an economic 
disturbance in the foreign concessions, at the present 
time, would be the instrument of propaganda the 
Japanese have been waiting for-propaganda they could 
use in winning over the Chinese masses to their side 
of the fence. An empty stomach and no place to sleep 
are powerful instruments of persuasion. 

Don't think that I am giving the Jayanese 
any new ideas. ““ayor" Fu Siao-an, of the Japanese 
Sponsored regime, has already started such a propagesnda 


campaign. dust how far he is going to get with it 
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depends entirely on how far the landlord south of 
Soochow Creek is willing to pote meet his tenants haif 
WAY « 

I know that some landlords listening to 
this bit of conversation can talk all afternoon about 
maintenance costs, depreciation and the low interest 
they are receiving on their investments. They can 
howl for hours ovar the sad state of the foreipn 
exch:nge market and the Low value of the Chinese dollar. 
They quote fiszures to prove they are losing out all the 
way. - And some of them probably feel just 
as “* serable as the» sound. But what some of then 
don't seen to realize, and what some tenants do not 
seen to understand is that they are all lucky to be 
in business in Dhanghai at the present time, considering 
everything else that has happened in the Far East 
auring the pasttwo years. 

I know that some tenants can be 
unreasonable and I also am well aware that there are 
two kinds of landlords. For instance, I know a 
landlord, running a modern office building in the 
Central District, who hasn't raised his rents since 
1934, Hight now, he is making less than one-tenth 
of one per cent on his investment. However, he feels 
lucky to be able to break even. Landlords lixe this 


fellow are rarities in Shanghai at the moment, but 
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even he must raise his rents as a result of the 
continued drop in the exchange. He tells me that 

he plans a hixe of not more than 30 per cent in native 
currency» None of his tenants can Kick about that; 
ean kick over a 30 per cent increase on the rent they 
Were paying five years azo. 

This is not the fellow I am talking about 
tonighte He is way in the minority, as far as the 
general run of Shanghai landlords go. 

The chap I am talking about is the 
individual who goes on a gold or pound Sterling basis 
and tells his tenants to take it or leave it; the 
fellow who tries to throw tenants out because he has 
some one on the string who is willing to pay a bigser 
rental; the man who spends his nights trying to figure 
out how to break leases and chuck his tenants out on 
their ears in the mornings the individual who wants 
to create a new standard of currency in Shanghai for 
himself and to hell with the other fellow. 

This is the individual, he and his kind, 
who are in the majority in Shanghai at the moment. 
This is the rent racketeer, the man whose activities 
the Shanghai Municipal Council says it esnnot control 

I am not challenging the stetement on this 


subject issued by the Council recently. But I would 
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like to point out that while there may be nothing in 
the land repulations of the International Settlement 
specifically providine for the control of rentals, 
there is a provision providing for action in time of 
emergency. 4nd it is not stretching the truth to 
state that the present rental ramps being workec on 
a tired, nerve wracked, miserable Shanghai public 
constitute a definite emergency. Hongkong chose to 
regard rental rackets in that city as being serious 
enough to demand action ani action wes taken. Sut why 
doesn't the Council take same action, why does it 
attempt to slip out of the current rental war by 
maintaining that its hands are tied? 

The answer is simple. The Council is 
collecting taxes on these increased rentals. For 
instance, I know of no end of one and two room 
apartments renting for rates from $85 to $100 before 
the outbreak of hostilities in 1937, that ara now 
going for rentals ranging from U.S. $25 to U.S. $30, 
or a 300 per cent increase at today's rate of exchange. 
The S-lleCs collects taxes on these rentals at the old 
rate of 12 per cent. And that is good business for 
the Council. The S.M.C- at the moment needs all the 
money it can get. I don't deny that but living in 
Shanghai today is a case of give and take and the small 


boy can't go on forever doing most of the giving. 
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Eventually, he is going to get tired and move out. te 
is better off back home where some control is exercised 
over profitesrs. And if he does move out what will 
happen. Shanghai will be left to the Japenese and the 
landlords. And in the ensuing scrap, no one needs to 
be told who will wine It won't be the landlords. 

T am not talking about the many ramifications 
of the rent q estion in Shanrhai tonight because it would 
take more time than I have at my disposal. But you can 
believe ma when I say that J can quote case after case 
of pure unadulterated rent racketeerin; that would make 
your head swim. I may do it %aturcay night and mention 
a few names just for funse At the same time, I can 
name a few landlords who realize the broader aspects of 
the situation and have exercised some restraint in 
dealing with their tenants. These people know that 
if the foreifm areas survive the present troublus times 
in China, that they will still be in business, will still 
be collectins rents. They know that the two and one 
half million Chinese refugees in Shanghai today will 
be fone, at least most of them. They also know that 
Shanghai is perhaps the only foreign administered 
city in the world where the landlord gets a break that 
he could not possibly expect elsewhere. He doem't pay 
the taxes. His tenants pay them imt that doesn’t 
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I suppose some Shanghai officials night 
want to five me an armument about my statenent claiming 
that there are two and a half million war refugees in 
Shanghai. For months, S-il-C. and French officials have 
been Doasting how little they have been troubled with 
the refugee problem The only have, according to their 
figures, some forty or fifty thousand persons in their 
refugee comps. such figuring is completely haywire. 

T wonder who the authorities think these people who have 
caused all this congestion in the Settlenent and the 
French Concession really are if not refugees. The only 
difference between them and those in the eamps is that 
the latter have no money and are objects of charity. 

In view of the trouble that has arisen 
between tenants an? landlords over the present rental 
question, it strikes me that there is only one immediate 
solution, namely thet the case of the tenants must be 
taken consicGerably higher than the shanghai Municipal 
Council, namely the Consular Sody and the various 
Embassies coneerned, unless, of co ree, the landlords 
are willing to sive away some ground and the tenants 
are willing to do likewise. JI know one large real 
estate company that is collecting one-third of its 
rent in pounds sterling and the other two-thirds in 
local currency. This sounds to me lixe a reasonable 


Solution. It enables the landlord to meet his 


commitments abroad, his plumbing and elevator repairs 
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and other costs and at the sane time, removes much 
hardship from the shoulders of the tenant. It is 
unfortunate that several other leading real estate 
firms have not seen fit te follow this company's lead. 

But if the terants are going to get any 
action, they cannot expect to achieve much as individuals 
or Stall units. It requires organization, definite 
organization that cun be maintained perhars on a 
permanent basis. Attemnts have alr-ady been made to 
form such an.organization but they have not prorressed 
to any yreat extent because a rood many felt that it 
might be another gyp racket, or because they were 
afraid to maxe themselves heard; afraid of their jobs. 
There is too much of that sort of thing in Shanghai; 
toc many people afraid to air their grievances because 
the toss is like to turn them out in the cold the next 
morning. 

However, J have noticed during the past 
few wecks, aS a result of the sky-recketing living 
costs that discontent among the Shanghai masses has 
reached such a state that the average man working for 
vested interests doesn't care mich whether school 
keeps or not; is just about ready to throw up the 

= sponge and travel back home, even if he has to take 
a rowboat. It is my contention that now is the ideal 


time to organize a tenants!’ association in Shanghai 
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and give the landlord a run for his money. No such 
orconization has ever existed here. The salaried man 
hes always taken what was handed him and made to iixe it. 
A system of checks and balances is needed and a tenants 
organizeticn misht provice that necessity. 

{ A fenants Association should be formed and I 
am willige to get in it. I see the Garden Apartuents 
ten-nts are forming such an organization. They deserve 
to he encouraged. If anybody is interested 1 will make 
it my business to establish contact for them before 
Saturday. 

( And now it is with the idea that the landiorés 
tot their way by helping themselves, tenants coulda well 
eviulate their landlords by also nelpince themselves).

A step in the direction of 
united tenantry will ke an early 
convention of Association members, 
hi was learned yesterday. 

Established at the request of the 
S.M.C., the Arbitration board's 
formation was announced some 
weeks ago, Isater it was lenurner 
that fees of the heard would pro- 
hibit small tenants from laking ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to com- 
but the exorbitant rent demands 
made by landlords here. lt was 
then that renewed interest was 
arcused in the Tenants Association 
which at one time appeared 
inoribund. 

Charges of the arbitration board 
will be an initiul $14 fur the Cham- 
ber of Commcrce and $21 aniece for 
two arbiters and an umpire for the 
i first hour of their jJabors and 210.40 
tapiece for each hour  thereatvtsr.

A panel of arbitrators have been 
appointed by the Chamber.

Un- 
expectedly, the court was told, on 
June 26 of this year, the tenant sud- 
denly received a notice from her 
Jandlord asking her to pay her rent 
in American currency (U.S.35) and 
giving her one month’s time in which 
to vacate should she refuse to comply 
with the request, It was contended 
that the demand fer the rent in fer- 
cign curreney was an illegal one as 
the original contract in which only . 
Chinese currency was mentioned still 
held good. 

To demand the rent in American 
curreney was contrary to the regula- 
tions enforced by the Chinese gavern- 
ment, If the court allowed the 
Chinese landlord to collect his rents 
in American currency then foreign 
landlords can collect their rents in 
fureign currency from Chinese 
tenants. 

The lawver for the defence told the 
court that in his nolice to Mrs. Taylor 
served on June 26 asking her to yva- 
cate, his vlient, the landlord, gave her 
one month’s time in accordance with 
Article 6 of the lease. The landlord 
did not ask for American currency, 
He merely asked her to leave by 
serving a one-month notice which he 
is permitted to do by the contract, 
He admitted, however, that should the 
tenant prefer to continue renting the 
house she must pay her rent in 
American currency. He mentioned 
the decision reached by the Third 
Branch Kiangsu High Court in con- 
nection with the same dispute assert- 
ing that {he two requests made in the 
present case were identical with the 
previous ones. The judge then post- 
poned the hearing until different re- 
quests are made by the plaintiff.

t was .revealed by the plaintiffs 
'that at one time, the owners at- 
tempted to obtain rent paymenis in| 
U. S. curreney, When that at-! 
tempt. failed, it ‘twas stated, their 
rent was inereased from $159 to 
$275, representing an increase af 
well over 8@ per cent. 


Arguing that they should not be 
sued, the defendants told the judge 
that they were not owners af the 
Villa, which they said, was owned 
by the Metropolitan Land Com- 
pany, @ British firm. 


In support of their argument, the 
plaintiffs told the Court that the 
buildings in the Villa were in- 
dividual houses and, unlike apart- 
ments where the landlord generally 
incurs large expenses for upkeep, 
are cared for entirely by the 
tenants. 


The case was adjourned for an- 
cther hearing, which will probably 
be held next week.

On January 2 plaintiff gave the 
defendant notice to return possession 
of the premises but Mrs. Taylor was 
sti in possession and he asked that 
an order that possession be returned, 
and that mean profits in the form 
of rent to ve paid, be mace. 

Mr. McNeill stated that he did not 
dispute the terms of the lease but 
he did dispute the interpretation 
placed upon these terms and he

Given Sentences 


Water And Light Cut: 
Harm Threaicned 
To Woman 


Shanghai tenants at bitter 
war with cheir landlords 
over the ever-increasing 
house rents saw the initial 
victory in a test case award- 
ed to one of their harassed 
members today. 

The First Speeial District 
Court this merning meted out 
two months’ imprisonment to 


each of three employees of a 
British real estate firm for making 
an eviction attemnft on a Russian 
lady tenant. The gentence was 
Suspended for three years, how- 
ever. 

The judgment was hander 
down on the ground that thes 
three Russlan employees had by 
means of violence and threats 
prevented the lady lessee of the 
firm's vroperty from exercising 
her rights as a tenant. 

Intimidation 

The three men sentenced today 
were J. Ifland, V..Debrovsky and 
V. Smirnov. all emplovees of 
Messrs, Brandl and Rodgers, Lid. 
The lawsuit had been broucht 
against them by Mrs. D. Hasser 
on charges of intimidation 
damage to property and ofensc 
against personal liberty. 

Mrs. Hasser, who occupies 
; Room 307B at the Ascot Apart- 
‘ments on Bubbling Weli Road 
aecused lfland, a caretaker, of 
cutting the electric and water 
supply to her yoom on Anfust 13 
because she had refused to agree 
to a 3 wercent increase on vhe 
rent of the room. She said that 
she had agreed to pay an addi- 
tional increase of only 10 percent. 

Threats Of Harm 

Following this Ifland is alleged 
jto nave made threats of bedily 
harm to both Mrs. Hasser and 
her daughter, Miss J. Hasser. 
should she fall to move out ot 
the premises. Ifland wus also ac- 
cused of incurring damage vo 
clectiie installations on the pre- 
mises made by the lessee with 
her own money op August 25. 


In addition to the threats made 
at her and the damage .o he: 
| properiy, Ifland was also accused 
of hiring the other two de- 
| rendants as watchmen for Lhe 
\ express purpose of preventing her 
and Miss Hasser froin using che 
apartment elevator. The two Rus- 
sians and another one, who was 
recenliy dismissed, took up duty 
in front of the Hit on August 
18. ft was alleged. 

Messrs, Y, T. Van and EB. L. Yui; 
represented the plaintilf, while 
tne defense lawyer was Mr. B. Ll. 
Radomishelsky. 


Eviction Fails 

The trouble between Mrs. 
Basser and the real estate firm 
began in April of this year when 
the firtn brought & suit against 
her in tne civil section of che 
court in an effarl to evict her 
from the premises on her refusal 
to recognize a 30-percent § in- 
crease on the rent. The court dis- 
niuissed the case, overruling the 
eviction injunction filed by the 
rea} estate firm, 


Although there have been 
humerous cases in¥elving tenants 
and landlords, this is the first 
time a jail term, though it was 
suspended, has been given to re 
presentatives of landlords, This 
heralus a strong stand on the 
part of the Chinese judicial 
authorities in regard to illegal 
eviclion measures adopted by 
some of Shanghais landlords 
against their tenents. This at- 
titude is interpreted as a protec- 
tave measure to safeguard tenants 
in preserving their legal rights of 
possession,

Against Eviction | 


Sues Landlord In Chinese Court For Demanding 
Payment Of Rent In U.S. Currency; Latter 
Will Retaliate In British Court 


An interesting appéul case, tiled 
by Mrs. J. Tayter, a British sub- 
ject and tenant of the Brookside 
Apartment. 435, Avenue Haig, 
under the auspices of the Shang- 
hai Tenants’ Association, against 
Mr. Peter K. C. Lee, landlord, 
against payment of rentals in 
United States currency and against 


wn eviction order. was heard be- 
fore Judge Hsia at the Third 
Branch Kianesu Wieh Court vester- 
day. 

Messrs. Chow Liang-pu and 


D’Auxion de Rulfe appeared for the 
appellant, and Mr, T. ¢. Chen, for 
the defendant. Another cass is 
also pending on October 5, at the 
British Supreme Court in which 
the plaintiff and the defendant will 


be reversed. yilthaugh the legal 
issue will remain the same. 
Cortact Valid Tilt 1940 


Neither party appeared in court 
yesterday, and the issue was con- 
tested by their counsel. M. D’Auxion 
de Ruffe maintained that the con- 
tract signed between Mrs. Taylor 
and the defendant would be valid 
until October 1, 1940- and that she 
could not be evicted until that 
date. He also contended that the 
defendant should not demand pay- 
ment of rentals in U.S. dollars. 
instead of in Chinese national cur- 
reney, as heretofore. 

The*law of France, M. D’Auxion 
de Ruffe cited as an example, pro- 
vided that if France were it war 
with another country, no French- 
man could demand payment of 


rentals in other than French 
national currency, af the risk of a 
court-martial and execution. It 


was a preat “ioss of face” fer any 
Chinese lendlord to demand pay- 
ment of rentals in foreign curren- 
cies, now that China was at war. 
M. D’Auxion de Ruffe also quoted 
the ruling of the Ministry of Fin- 
anee of the Chinese National Gov- 
ernment, promulgated in 1937, 
stating that all rentals shguld 5e 
paid in Chinese nationc! currency 
and calculated on that basis during 
the period of national 2mergency. 


Rent Nearly Trebled 


Counsel for the appellant pro- 
duced a contract, wherein. it was 
stated that the monthly rent was 
fixed at $175. but on June 26 last 
Mr. Lee served notice upon her, 
Stating that, commencing from 
August 1, rentals would be fixed 
at U.S.$32. 


The Judge, interposing. asked, 
“What is the difference betweea 
payment in Chinese currency and 
in American dollars?” 

Appellant's counsel: “It amounts 
to $450 at the present rate of ex- 
change, or 2 clear difference of $275 
every month.” 

Mr. T. €. Chen, fer the defend- 
ant, then contended that the con- 
tract stipulated that the landlord 
had to serve one month's notice 
upon the tenant before requesting 
evacuation. The tenant, too, had to 
notify the landlord before evacua- 
ting, Mr. Chow Liang-pn asked 
that great sympathy should be 


shown by the court against eviction 
orders in general, because it was 
aificult for tenant to find suitable 
Lving quarters. 


The notice served by Mr. Peter Lee 
upon Mrs. Faylor on June 26, Mr. 
Chen contended, was in the nature 
of an offer. He contended that 
since there was no acceptance, Mrs. 
Taylor had ta vacate the premises. 


Threatening Letter 


At this moment, M. D'Auxion de 
Ruffe rose from his seat and inter-! 
posed, “The notice was in the form | 
of an intimidation. The letter of 
June 26 was followed by another 
written on August 4, in which the 
landlord threatened to take action 
against my client in the British 
Court for China.” The letter added 
that she would have to pay £10 
fer costs, equivalent to about: 
C3600, That was clearly designed 
to intimidate Mrs. Taytor, M 
D’Auxion de Ruffe declared. 


Since Mrs. Taylor did not agree to 
payment of rentals in American cur- 
teney, she therefore did not see 
any need to reply to the letter of 
June 26, M. D'Auxion de Ruffe con- 
tended. Moreover, the contract 
would be valid until October 1, 
1940. 


Contradictory Contract 


Appeillant’s counsel argued that 
the contract was contradictory in 
nature, for although the contract it- 
self was valid untii October 1, 1540, 
One. section in it stipulated that 
both landlord and tenant should 
serve one month’s notice before 
evacuation of the apartment. 


Lenient Court 


Mr. Chen alleged that Mrs. Tay- 
lor's motive in bringing the case 
before the Chinese court, and not 
before the British Court tor China 
was due to her desire to avai) her- 
self of extraterritorial rights, and, 
because Chinese courts were usually! 
more lenient te tenants. { 

The Judge: “But defendant is at 
Chinese.” 

Mr. Chenu: “Yes, 1 do not mean 
that she has not taken the correct 
procedure. I only wanted to outline 
the general situation.” 

Counsel for the defence further 
maintained that the number of for- 
eigners in Shanghai had not in- 
creased, in spite of the hostilities 
and the housing situation only affect- | 
ed the Chinese population. He: 
pleaded that the electricity charges, | 
coal prices and the costs of running 
the apartment had increased. Prices| 
for these had therefore to be based 
upon foreign exchange and in terms, 
of Chinese currency. ‘Hence the re- 
quirement to pay rentais in Ameri- 
can currency. 

Judge Hsia ordered that an ac- 
curate translation of the fetters that 
had passed between the defendant 
and Mrs. Taylor be submitted to the 
court to-rnorrow.

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Rent Adjustment 
The outbreak of war with tts tremendous 


world problems and anxieties has tended tc 
thrust local cammunal issues into the shade 
for the time being. but it is encouraging — tc 
learn that definite action has been taken to- 
wards ameliorating the high rent conditions 
in Shanghai. The General Chamber of Com- 
merce, with commendable public spirit, has ac- 
cepted the sugeestion of the Shanghai Municipa: 
Council and the French Concession to create 2 
Rental Adjustment Committee, and it is ex- 
nected that the new cuntnittee will sean begin 
to function. The situation has shown little 
improvement in raécent weeks, although certain 
jfegal definition to payment of rents in foreign 
currencies has been given. Through externa!

Japanese Opposed to 
Rent Increases 


Pearce Apartment Society 
Now Formed 


Organizing io fight an increase of 
about 50 per cent. in” their rents, 
most of the residents of the Pearce 
Apartments, Chapoo and Boone 
Roads in Hongkew. gathered at the 
rooms of the Shanghai Japanese 
Press Club there on Thursday after- 
noon and formed a Pearce Apart- 
ments Residents’ League. 


In resolutions adopted at the meet- 
ing the residents’ league announced 
that the .members would not pay 
their rents until the landlord repre- 
senting “the Shanghai Land Inyest- 
ment Company came to uw “reasaunable 
agreement.” 


The statement said it was “iun- 
i~asonavle” for the fandlord to 
lattempt to “escape economic burdens 
caused by high comtnodity prices at 
the expense of his tenants.” 

It pointed out that the rents were 
callected witheut a hiteh even in 
the midst of the Shanghai hostilities 
due to the defence of the Hongkew 
area by the Japanese forces. 


The resolutions stressed the neéces-_ 


sity of a revision of the British 
regulations governing the apartments. 
“in accordance with the new situation 
existing at this time, when even 
the Land Regulations are regarded 
ag subject to modification.”

In Rentals Will Form |

The first definite step to protest 
against the recent heavy increase in 
‘local rentals will be taken this 
jevening when a mass meeting of 
tenants of alf nationalities wil) take 
place at the Union Church Hall, 
commenting at 5.15 pin. 

A numbcr of speakers have agreed 
to take the platform and state the 
case of Ul tenants who are viger- 
ously oppysing what they elamm 
to be unnecessarily large increase, 
in rentals. 

The decision to hold the meeting 
was reached at the inaugural mect- 
ing of the Shanghai Tenants’ Asso- 
ciation which came inte being last 
Friday. Tenants of a number of the 
largest apartment houses in the city 
.on that occasion banded together in 
'their own interests to combat the 
rental , increases. 

An invitation has been @xtended 
to the Shanghai Property Owners’ 
Association to send u representa- 
tive te the meetine this evening 
in order to give him a chance to 
explain the landlords’ viewpoint, 
but whether the invitation will be 
;accepted has not been disclosed,

Hongkew PDiscentented 


Concurrently with the French and 
international Settlement rumblings 
news came yesterday that Chinese 
tenants im certain parts of Hong- 
kew have refused to pay increased 
‘yen'ts and that the Japanese Press 
Cinb in the Pearce Apartments, 
Hongkew filed a protest along wit 
ether tenants against 30 per cent 
incyveases, 


Tn the meantime increasingly 
numerous opinions have come from. 
the legal fraternity affirming thei 
powers of the Municipa) Council to 
regulate unfair rent practices. Al- 
‘hough there Js no ruling defining 
the Council's powers in such affairs. 
it is pointed out that neither nas 
the body wny definite powers to 
yuise a Volunteer Corps or to operate 
a municipal orchestra. These 
atters come under the head of 
wublic welfare. Similarly it is 
pointed out that if the worst comes 
in matters of emergency such as 
lhe present. H.B.M. Consul would 
huve the power to issue a King's 
Regulation establishing a maximum 
Tent, 

The Shanghai Tenants’ Associa- 
tio was launched Friday evening 
attended by representatives of the 
Brookside, Garden, Medhurst, }

Tongshan Road Residents 


Live at Half Rent tor a 
Period of Seven Months 


Taking advantage of the general 
autipathy towards landlerds in the 
International Settlement and French 
Coneession, the tenants of the Shang- 
hai Land Investment Company's pro- 
perlty in Tongshan Road, who had 
been living in the few biorks of 
sMali houses und shops ut half rent, 
have objected to the company's 
request for full rent and have refused 
to pay any rent at all. Consequently, 
the company has shut olf the water 
supply to all the houses, 

Before the outbreak of hostilities 
in Shanghai on August 13, 1937. 
rents on the Tongshan Road property 
were quoted at $18 and $19 per 
month for small houses and shops, 
When the evacuation of the district 
occurred ufter the outbreak al the 
war here, the company decided to 
increase the rent of both houses and 
shops to $23 per month, if the tenants

ever desired tu move back ta the. 


area, 

In February, 1938, sucn a move- 
ment began and avout 20 per cent. 
of the dwellings were occupied by 
tenants wha. had moved back to their 
old homes and who lived there rent 
free. There was no water supplied 
to the houses at the time, consequent- 
ly the company permitted the tenants 
to live there rent free, As more and 
more people tock up residence in 
the block the company was moved. 
in November, 1937, to charge tenants 
half of the new rent decided upon 


and to supply water to the tenants al 


intervals ot three times a day. 


Request of Tenants 


This was done at the request of 
lhe tenants, who had formerly bcen 
getting water irom hydrants outside 
the Jupanese Naval Landing Party 
Barracks. The company stipulated 
that if the water was turned on the 
tenants wquld have ta pay hal? of 
the new rent, ur $11.50 per month. 
At the time the company did +. feel 
justified in charging full rent because 


.there was no light provided for che 
lanes and alleyways, 


Last month, however, the company 
was able to supply water freely 24 
hours a day, had turned on the lights 
in the lanes and alleyways and 


‘provided a Russian watchman for the 


property. They then sent a circular 
letter around to ali tenants stating 
that as conditions had more or less 
returned to normal and that as the 
company was supplying water with 
no restrictions the tenants would be 
requested to pay fuli rent, or $23 
per month for their houses or shops. 

Immediately the tenants construed 
this move as a demand for an in- 
erease of 100 per cent. over the rent 
they had been paying and refused 
ta accede to the company’s reques« 
In reality, however, it was mere; 
an addition of 50 per cent. to the 
half they had been paying, thus 
making the rent 160 per cent. or $23 
per month. Even this figure re- 
presents an increase of only 25 per 
cent, over the rent they had been 
paying before ‘the war. 


oo 
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Higher in Settlement 


Toa rent the same house in the 
International Settlement, an official 
ot the company revealed to the 
“North-China Daily News,’ would 
cost about $60 or $65 per month. 
Considering this facet, the increase in 
rent asked by the company for their 
property in Tongshan Road is not 
exorbitant. The tenants remain stead- 
fast in their determination not to 
pay. however, and have paid no heec 
whatseever to rent collectors who 
have paid visits to the premises in 
order to collect the rent. | 

These tenants are all Chinese and 
cannotebe sued in the First Special 
District Court as they are beyond! 
the jurisdiction of that Court when ! 
they are living in occupied territory. 
Certainly, they will not come jnto 
the Settlement to stand trial for 
failing to pay their rent. This, in 
turn, brings up the question of who 
really is responsible for the interests 
of third party property holders on 
the other side of the Creek if they 
are beyond the jurisdiction of the 
Settlement authorities. For instance, 
an eviction order issued by the First | 
Special District Court would have no | 
value whatsoever in the occupied 
territory and could not be carried 
mut

On the 
other hand, thero has boon vory littlo building. WNeturally, 
this had tho tondoacy of sooding rontels soaring by virtuo of 
the law of supply and domand.. To this tondoncy must be 
added enothor factor; tho continual drop in tho velne of the 
Chinese dollar. 

From the viewpoint of the lundlords, the problem at 
Zirst sight Seems simple enough: one hes only to adjust the 
reat according to the exchange, 

In the eyea of tho teaants, the solution 18 equally 
Bimple: tho commonest is one domanding legielation prohibiting 
the raising of roat. 

Heed one to recall that in all social ané economic 
problems whose caused are multiple and complicated, all 
radicel solutions which are considerad os the most aimplo 

only make matters worse, This romark iB applicabla 
to the rent problem in Shanghai. The aolutions put forwerd 
ara impracticable and impossible; some aro actually disastrous 

Tho aajority of the residents of Shanghai earn thoir 
living in Chinese dollers but their oarninge have aot k>pt 
pace with tho changes in tho veluo of tho dollar. Tho 
disproportion batwoon tho grop in tho dollar and incroasoe 
in aalaryhes boon onormous. This disproportion would moan 
in the case of e family of modest income an adjuetment of the 
ront at pro-war rato and thi would abserb ell tho carningsa 
ef tho family. Thia if by no moans an oxcoptional caso nor 
4s this a caso of theory only. 

Tako, for inétanco, a family in which tho husbend is 
oarning $1 a month; ho is now oarning ve The wife'a 
BGlery of $125 has boon incrozacd to $187.50. Their total 
oaroings are $412.50. Thoy pay $IOO for an apartment of 
two rooma, bath ond kitchon at the time when the Chinesa 
aoliar was 9.50 frencs or $15 to m pound storling. This 
tont is rossonabdle. 

To-day tha pound storling ia quoted st $60. If a 
readjustment is mede in the rent of this family on the basis 
of the pound stcrling, the family will have te pay ae ront 
of $400. This case Woll illustrates the almost ingurmountadlo 
Gifficoultios facing s solution of this rent problom in 
Shanghai. 

On tho othor hand, the tonante ere suggepbting tho 
adoption of the univorsal panecoa: the passing of logislation 
prohibiting the raieing of rentals. But thie aleo is 
impracticable. Tho rent from property constitutes one of the 
most important sources of tngoma in a city like Shanghai. 

The prohibition of the ralaing of rentals would, in the cese 
of Shanghai, monn a reduction of incoma by 75%. 
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This will have far-reaching repercussions on 
the agonomic iife of tho city: there will be rostrictions 
Oo the purchasing of goods and of articles of luxury, the 
baullding ond repairing of houses will canse~-~-=, in short, 
© gonorol business depression. Labourers, clorks and other 
closs of workors will be discherged and this will result 
in mooy tonants not boing 1m © position to pay their rants. 
Sociel ond oconomic troubles will then follow, 

It should bo noted that this is act ali theory 
for this is oxactly whot has happenod in Franca. 

Progressive taxation of ront , not the more 
prohibition of ront increeso, has boon in foreo in France 
sinco 1919. Nobady cen dony that it hes beon ono of tho 
Q@ggrovotiog Couses of tho many crises thet have troubled 
France. Moanwhile, the logislator, who is oll-powerful 
in Franco, hap alweys sought to mitigate tho rigours of 
the toxation by moons of compensations to Landlords. 
Novyerthaless, in tho mottor of logislation prohibiting the 
raisia front, one should aonsider whothor it 1a likely to 
ho pessod and what the consequencos of such logislation 
would bo, for it touches the quostion of tho civil righte 
of the inhabitants. 

On tho question of civil rights, o11 rosidenta 
in the French Coacession are amonablo to their respactivo 
noticnol lawe, that ie to sassy, tho Chinese will bo emonable 
to tho Chinese Civil Code, tho British to British lew apa 
Ba on for tho nationals of thirteon Treaty Powors, 

For a tax to bo imposed on « Chinoso or British or any 
ether foreign landlord and for their respective Courts to 
enforce tho tox on thoir nationols, 4t will be nocossary 
to secure tho consont of these Bvera to an omadnment to 
their laws. Much difficulty will be oxporionced in 
socuring tha coopont of these logisiative bedies to such 
an emendmont of their Laws. 

Furthermore, 1f proporty ia tha Fronch 
Concession is to be taxod in this way, it is not to be 
supposed that property io the Ioterantionel Sottlament 
will remoin untouched. Theat would be a case of gloring 
{nequality of trestment. It will bo noceagary therofore 
to socura tho consent of the Shanghai Municipal Council.

In July last, PHAM BOI LOT declared at Saigon that 
whe was born in Singapore in 1912. Her father ia a 
Chinese named PHAM TRUNG CHANH (¢ ) who died 
about 20 years ago, and her mother TRAN UY TRAN, 
domiciled at Singapore, No. 250 Rue Hai Phong (See note 
No. 1}. One of her elsters PHAM LY LEK is married to 
an Englishman named Robertson in the employ of Shell 
at Singapore. Another wister is known at Singapore 
under the name of “FLOWERS. * 

PHAM BOI LOI left Singapore for. Shanghai in 1929 
where she atudied in the Song Giang Chinese School for 
one year. Abcut the beginning of 1930, she went to 
Japan and lived in Tokyo up to 1932, Retuming to 
Shanghai, she often visited the School of Foreign 
Languages operated by "Bnglish Brothers." In 1936 
she went to Hongkong where she lived for some time 
with one of her couains named LY KOUAI MINH, No. 12 
Low Down Street, Xao Long. At that time she nad become 
the mistress of an Italian. 

PHAM BOI LOI arrived in Indo-China for the first 
time on November 18, 1932 by the @+@- Lyee Moon, coming 
from Hongkong ag an immigrant, 

She left Saigon for dhina on January 21, 1938 
but returned on April 6. Jt was during this last 
voyage that she made the acquaintance of Captain 
ANDERSON of the s.a. Heliken, who broke off reiations 
with her in November, 1938. -

From April, 1938 to June, 1939, PHAM BOI LOI 
made five voyages between Hongkong and Saigon but 
on each occusiog she was watched, 

PHAM BOI LOI came tv the notice of the Police 
in July, 1936 through her relationa with a Chinese 
who wae suspected of being engaged in espionage 
on behalf of the Japanese S. Re 

The watch kept at that time upon the activities 
of PHAM BOI LCI failed to give the Police any certainty 
that she wag in the service of any foreign Power. 

More recently, it Was noticed that she was 
receiving a large number of visitora at the Hotel Majestic 
at Saigon in which she was staying and that she wag 
spending money lavishly. 

Shortly before her departure for Hongkong on 
July 15, 1939 by the sea. Lyee Moon, PHAM BOI LOI 
declared to the Special Police at Saigon that she was 
in the service of the Japanese S. R. while she was at 
Canton and made an offer of her services. EHothing was 


done with her proposal.

including students and faculties of Dah Dao Primary 
Schools, wharf coolies in +ootung and representatives 
from the various official orzans in Pootung, Tsul 
Ting ( x. iW. >, Chief of the Pootung Branch of 
the Great Feople Society, presided over the meeting

and delivered a speech, in which he stressed that 
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Great Britain was the common enemy of China, and 
was the first to invade China. She also brought 
about the present hostilities which commenced on 
Albgust 13, 1937, and is responsible for another 
tragic incident which occurred on *uust 19, 
1929 in the western YVistrict. Supported by 
the feeling of indienation of the people over the 
Ausust 19th Tragic Incident, he said that he was 
conficent that negotiations now being made by 
the "authorities" would produce successful results. 
In conclusion, he urged the audience to keep 
themselves apart from the British people, boycott 
their goods and refuse to serve under “ritish 
peoples 

Following the above meeting, a pro-

Corps and a military band, with some 30 
unarmed policemen bringing up the rear, marched 
from Boon Lai Road, west to Chung Hwa Road, forth 
to the Old West Gate, East to Boulevard des deux 
Reqpubliques, South to small East Gate, West to 
Chung Hwa Road, and south to the Gnall South 
Gate, where the procession was dismissed at 1 p+eme 
in front of the Nantao Police Bureau. ithe coolie 
class participants were each given the sum of 20 
cents while one bay of biscuit was issued to each 
primary school student.

The ormoured cor stoppud and the Btitish 
Polica officcr in the car shouted to tha Chincsae policemen, 
who, thinking that the Forcign officer was being friendly, 
since they pase one ancther daily, did not understand 
the import of his call» The British officer shouted 
eloud once more then maching«gunned the Chincse 
policemen. This eccurred s¢ suddenly thet the Chincse 
Policemen wore given no time to gecape. However, tho 
British Polieo officer continucd firing his machine gun 
despite the fact that his victima were lying in a pool 
of blicoie Some passera-by wore also wounded. The 
Ohineso poopie in tho vicinity have become very angry 
over this unwarrantod killing of defenseless paoplés

On August 19, a British policeman opened 
fire and killed members of the Shanghai City Government. | 
No legal argument can be put forward to support the action’ 
of this British policeman. The City Govarnment policemen’ 
were executing their duty on the roads coming under 
the jurisdiction of the Chinese authorities. Deapite 
thig Chinese policemen, whilst executing their duty in 
Chinese territory, were killed by the British policeman 
without cause. It ig contrary to law in any country. , 

The British policemen carried out the brutal | 
shooting on explicit instructions fram the authorit les 
of the 3.M.C. Thus hia action reflects tie attitjde 
of the Council, otherwise, the British policeman would 
not have so dared 4s to shoot and kill men without causes | 
From this, it will be seen that the Settlement authorities 
have already declared their hostility to the new Chinese 
regime and to the Japanese military authorities, 

In the opinion of the Settlement authoritilea, 
the Kuomintang Government may yet be placed under their 
direction$ they treat the New Government as their enemy, 
however, for the New Government has the set intention 
of effecting the early recovary of the Foreign Settlements 
in China. The Settlement authoritiss ere supporting 
the pro-British Kuomintang Government 4nd allowing 
antieJapanese terrorist and reactionary clements to 
concea} themselves in the Settlement so that they may 
crante diaturbances designed to embarraas the new regimes 

British policemen are running doge of the 
Settlement authorities; they know the desires of their 
master and act accordingly. We will prove that the 
brutal actions of the British policeman in question rra 
designed to challenge the authority of the Japanese 
military and the new Chincse regime. Since the 
Settlement authorities are ao hostile towards China and 
Japan and inatigate their running doga --- policemm --- 
to throw down a challenge, the present atrooity committed 
by tha British policeman undoubtedly arises cut of a 
woll-arrangod and organized course of action. 

Whenvver a British miesionary ia killed, 
the British Imperialists assume a truculent attitude in

NECES FOR THE RECOVERY OF THE FOREIGN SETTREMENTS 


The atrocities committed by the British 
people in the Fer Hast are a0 numeroud as to beggar 
eslonlation or description in black and whitee Countlese 
numbers of Chinese and innocent people have fallen victims 
at the hands of the British people, To-day it is clear 
to everybody that the only way open for the Chinese nation 

to bring about the creation of s new order in East 
Asia ia tO start 2 vigorous campaign against the Britiah 
peoplee inetesd of coming to their senses and repenting 
for what they have done, the Britons committed further 
bloodehed in the Weetern District on the night of 
Aupguat 19 in which severSl police officers of the Shanghaj

The tragedy took place in the vicinity

Unexpectedly, a British police officer of the 9.¥.C., named 
Kinloch, without any renacn whatever, opened mrchine zun 
fire, in the courae of whieh two policemen of the Shsanghe i 
City Government were killed instentanesusly and five others 
wounded. Is not this an outrageous and intolerable act 
against mankind? We should ledge a very etrong protest 
to the &-M.C, over its arbitrary act of provocation. 

Although the "Reformed Government" and 
the Shanghai City Government have decided to make a formal

The poinis con- 
lained in it purporting to be “evid- 
ence as a result of investigation” of 
the shooting affray were “at vari- 
ance with the actual facts to our 
great regret,” the Mayor's letter 
stated.

“In spite of that, your policemen 
in the incident in question went 
so far as to cbhstruct the duties of 
cur pchcemen who were acting 
quite legally and this is nothing but 
the reverse of what should legally 
be the case, 

“Such action as the killing. and 
wounding ef a number of our polite- 
men with a machine gun is an out- 
rage which is quite beyond our un. 
derstanding. 

“It is therefore quite clear that 
the respcnsibility for the incident 
should tie wholly with the S.M.C. 

“As for your proposal to me that 
the incident in question should he 
settled by a fair investigation by a 
third party acceptable to bath sides, } 
regret to say that I cannot agree to 
it for the reascns mentioned above.

UR demands, including an immediate apology and due | 

punishment of the individual who did the firing, and a request 
that the Shanghai Municipal Council should voluntarily abandon 
its policing and administrative powers which it had “illegally 
acquired” over extension roads, were contained in a strongly 
worded written protest which was despatched yesterday by Mr. 
Fu Siao-en, Mayor of the Greater Shanghai Municipality, to Mr. 
C. S. Franklin, Chairman of the Shanghai Municipal] Council. 

This was a consequence of the clash between an armoured | 
ear patrol of the S.M.P. and a party of “Ta Tao” policemen on 
Saturday, during which Probationary-Sergeant W, L. Kinloch, of 
the Settlement police was wounded in the back and two members 
of the “Ta Tao’ party were killed and five wounded when he 


returned their fire with a sup machine-gun. 

The protest, which was written in 
Chinese, was translated yesterday 
and will be studied today by the 
Shanghai Municipal Ceunci], it was 
probable, a high Council official told 
the “North-China Daily News” last 
night, that a counter protest would 
be forwarded on behalf of the Settle- 
ment authorities. 

The text. of Mr, Fu Siag-en’s pro- 
test was revealed at the press Japan- 
ese press conference yesterday even- 
ing by a Japanese Embassy spokes- 
man. Although the press conference 
was not the proper place to make 
public the contents of the protest, he 
said, he did so only because the 
Shanghai Municipai Council did not 
possess the power to make the con- 
tents known to the foreign press. 

A verbatim translation would fol- 
low later and on this occasion he 
would just confine himself to a sum- 
mary of the contents. He then quot- 
ed Mr. Fu Siao-en as writing: “I have 
received from the Chief of Police of 
the Municipality of Shanghai, Mr. Su 
Ying, a full report of the incident in 
which casualties were suffered by 
several menibers of the police on 
August 19." The report was then 
described in full, the spokesman 
added. 

The protest continued: “I should 
like to call your (Mr. Franklin's at- 
tention to the fact that the Western 
area of Shanghai in which this in- 
cident took place is 2 part of Chinese 
territory in which the Settlement 
authorities built extension roads as 
they willed. Consequently. sovereig- 
nity over this area rests with China 
and the Chinese Government, there- , 

_ fore, has jurisdiction over the matters 
involving potice powers and local :

“But your authorities (5.M.C.) | 
have, in the past, frequently violated “F 
Chinese sovereignity wver this area, 
seemingly in pursuit of the policy 
of taking a foot where an inch was 
given, Therefore the point was fin- 
ally reached where ‘the extension 
roads seemed to be looked upon as 
4 part of the Settlement.

Inaccurate Japanese Report 


Prob. Sergl. Kinloch was said to 
have refused to recognize identifica- 
tion and transit passes in the passes- 
sion of the “T'a Tao” police party | 
when these were shown him prior | 
to the shouting, according to a report } 
published yesterday in the “Shanghai 
Mainichi” local Japanese daily. 


According to the same version, the 
party consisting of twelve ‘Ta Tao” 
policemen was walking along Jess- 
iield Road when it met the armoured 
car coming in the opposite direction. 
The vehicle stopped and Sergt. Kin- 
loch, according to this version, jump- 
ed off followed by several Chinese 
constables and ordered the party to 
stop. The leader of the party, ac- 
cording to this report, replied that 
he did not take orders from the 
S. M.P. and demanded why the 
party had been stopped. At this 
moment identification and transit | 
Passes were shown to the foreign 
police officer, according to this ver- 
jsion, but he is stated to have smiled 
iat the documents and to have at- 
tempted to drag the leader of the 
“Ta Tao” group into the armoured 
ear, and to have tried to disarm 
him of his pistol. The Chinese in 
question is then stated to have 
resisted, whereupon the machine-gun 
was fired. 

‘While S. M. P. officials declined to 
comment on the incident yesterday, 
on the greunds that their reports 
had been passed on to the SMC, it 
was established that at the time, the 
Thompson sub-machine-gun carried 
by Kinloch, was not loaded and 
that actually it was only loaded 
after Kinloch had been injured. 


Asked Their Business 


Kinloch, according to these same 
reliable sources, saw the party some 
iS0 yards away and when he had 
approached to within 15 yards of 
them, he ordered the armoured car 
to stap. He approached the group 
and asked them what they were 
doing there, whereupon the uni- 
formed members of the _ party 
motioned towards Jessfield village to 
indicate that they were going there. 

Meanwhile, the two plain-clothes 
men who were standing behind the 
uniformed party, came to the front 
j nd asked what was happening. The 
| question was repeated and Sergt. | 
Kinloch wae told to mind his own | 
business, The plain clothes men. 
wera stated to have assumed an 
antagonistic attitude, whereupon. 
‘Kinloch pointed out to them that) 
they were permitted to pass but, 
that they were not allowed to patrol | 
Jessfield Road. The two men grew! 
increasingly excited and attempted 
ta get hold of the Thompson gun, 


Sergt. Kinloch managed to free him- | 
self, however, and found that the 
two plain-clothes men were pointing 
their pistols at him. One of the two 
turned around and ordered the 
uniformed men to get ready and to 
take up positions. Kinloch turned 
ta look at the man who was giving 
instructions, when the other was 
alleged to have fired at him and 
this, according to these sources, is 
tha reason why he was shat at from 
behind. The shot which fortunately 
only caused a minor injury, was 
fred from practically point-blank 
range, 

Gergt. Kinloch realized that he 
was wounded and in greaf presence | 
of mind loaded his weapon = and i 
fired a short burst at his assailants. 
The two plain-clothes men dropped 
dead. At this moment, the  uni- 
formed. "Ta Tao” policemen who 
were armed with rifies, pointed their 
weapons at Sergt. Kincloch with the 
result that he fired another short 
burst at them, injuring two slightly. 


No Transit Passes Recognized 


It was ascertained that there are 
no transit passes which have been 
recognized by the S.M.C. and that 
the short time in which the incident 
occurred could not possibly have 
enabled the “Ta Tao” men to show 


their passes, Their antagonistic 


attitude, furthermore, was a clear 
indication that they had not the 
least intention of proving their 
authority un the Settlement road 
and that they would have refused to 
do so had they been asked.

In a written protest backed 
by ~ the Japanese Army) 
“Mayor” Fu Siao-en. of the 
Shanghai Municipality, yes- 
ierday lodged four demands 
with the Shanghai Municipal 
Council. 


The note. a summary of whose 
text was significantly released at 
iast night's Japanese press confer- 
ence, and a statement by the Japan- 
tse Embassy spokesman together 
contained an implicit threat of the 
intensification of the anti-British 
movement in China because of the 
sheoting incident, on Saturday 
evening, involving a British Muni- 
Cipal police officer, Sergeant W. L. 
Kintoch, and "Ta Tao” policemen, 
two of whom were tatally wounded. 


The “Maycr's” protest aiso 
maintained that the incident 
was an alleged violation of the 
Craigie-Aria Tokyo agrecment 
and it made a very strong, even 
threatening, suggestion that the 
Shanghai Municipal police 
abandon “the police and admin- 
istrative powers, which the 
Settlement authzritics have ilte- 
gally acquired over extension 
toad areas.” 

At the same time, the Japanese 
Embassy spokesman's statement of 
his “personal views” on the incid- 
ent declared that the Japanese 
authorities took the stand that the 
“respensibility and blame lie prin- 
cipally with the Settlement police.” 

The spokesman said that while 
ne Tully recognized that “this is not 
ihe proper channel for making 
public the subject of ‘Mayor’ Fu 
Siao-en’s protest, the Shanghai 
Munickhpal Council bas no means te 
do this. A yerbatim translation 
witE doubtless be published at a 
ruitable time, but at present the 
interpreier will give a brief sum- 
mary of the text,” he stated. 

In making the statement that the 
Shanghai Municipal Council “has 
no means to do this,” the spokes- 
man seemingly ignored the existence 
ef the translation department 
within the Municipal Council Secre- 
tariat. 


Summary Of Protest 


Declaring that the protest had ! 
been lodged by the “Mayor" with! 
Mr. Cornell &. Franklin, Chairman 
of the Shanghai Municipal Council.

S.M.P. Blamed for Armed 
Clash; Incident Under 
“Careful Consideration” 


Adopting the view that the act of 
Probationary-Sergeant WL. Kinloch, 
nu British member of the Shanghai 
Municipal Police, who was concerned 
in the Jessfield Road incident on 
Saturday evening when two ‘Ta Tao” 
policemen were killed, was a viola- 
tion of the Craigle-Arita “agree- 
ment,” recently reached in Tokyo, a 
Japanese Embassy spokesman, in a 
statement made at the press confer- 
ence yesterday, revealed that the 
local Japanese authorities had taken 
a serious view of the incident “which 
had been referred to representatives 
of the Army, Navy and Foreign 
Office for careful consideration.” 

Much had been written in the local 
newspapers giving the impression that 
the Settlement authorities had 
taken the stand that the blame 
lay wholly on the part of the Chinese | 
officer, who was killed, the Embassy 
spokesman stated. The Japanese au- . 
thorities, however, on the basis of a 
complete investigation, had adopted 
the contrary view. 


The Statement 


The Embassy spekesman then de- 
livered his statement as follews:—On 
the afternoon of August 19 an un- 
fortunate incident occurred on Jess- 
field Road when the armed Municipal 
Police fired upon the Police of the 
City Government of Shanghai and 
caused several casualties. The Police | 
of the City Government has, hereto- : 
fore, been allowed in practice to | 
cross extension roads for the pur- ! 
pose of discharging its duty of main- - 
taining peace and order. Notwith- 
Standing this fact, however, Proba- 
tionary Sergeant W L. Kinloch of 
the Municipal Police suddenly started 
firing with a machine-gun on the 
Police of the City Government with- 
out any provocation on the part of 
the latter and caused several casuat- 
ties, 

This is apparently a challenge to 
the City Government, and the fault 
and responsibility. therefore, entirely 
lies with the Municipal Police. It is 
impossible for us to understand that 
the members of the Municipal Police. 
who are supposed ta be in charge of 
the maintenance of peace and order, 
should themselves resart to action 
likely to disturb peace and order, 


A Violation 


In the Arita-Craigie agreement re- 
cently concluded in Tokyo the British 
Government recognized the actual 
state of affairs in China where large 
seale hostilities are going on and 
agreed to control any action inimical ; 
to the Japanese and advantageous to 
their enemy. The recent unfortun- 
ate incident is obviously a violation 
of the agreement. We have often 
heard criticisms from voices attack- 
ing Japan in connection with the 
incident in Tientsin that British na- 
tionals were alleged to have been 
subjected to improper treatment. 
Everybody will agree, however, that 
such complaints can not be compared 
with the recent incident which 
caused deaths and injuries among the 
members of the Police of the City 
Government. 

Great Britain also denounces the 
anti-British movement being con- 
ducted in various places in China, 
but ig seems to us that such an anti- 
British movement should not occasion 
surprise if Chinese lives are so 
lightly treated by the British. Even 
if the anti-British movement is in- 
tensified in the future the respanai- 


bility should He with the British. 


Grave Concern 
Needless to say, the incident is a, 
matter that concerns the Municipal 
Council and the City Government, 


but, at the same time, it is also a} 


matter of grave concern to the 
Japanese authorities, who are in a/ 
special and close relationship with the 
Reformed Government, and to the 
Japanese military authorities who 
have churge of the maintenance of 
peace and order in the Shanghai dis- 
trict. Measures 10 be taken with 
regard to the incident have beer 
referred for careful consideration to 
the local representatives of the Japan- 
ese Army, Navy and Foreign Office. 
This incident is not likely to be 
lightly overlooked by the Japanese, : 
who feel very strongly on this point. | 

Asked who was responsible for the 
maintenance of peace and order in 
the territory which was controlled by 
the City Government as the Craigie—- 
Arita agreement had been mentioned 
as giving that control to the Japanese 
Army, the spokesman replied that it 
was the joint duty of the City Gov- 
ernment and the Japanese Forces. 

“Had a non-British subject been 
concerned in this incident,” another 
pressman asked, “would the spokes- 
man have taken the view that it 
came within the scope of the Craigie 
—Arita agreement?” The reply was 
that the question was a hypcethetical 
one. The agreement had been men- 
tioned since the police officer con- 
cerned had been British. 

“Ii an American had been involved 
instead would the U.S.A, have been | 
implicated?" the same questioner 
asked. To this the spokesman re- 
plied that it would be difficult to say 
because there happened to be no such ' 
agreement with the United States. 

“You cannot ignore the fact that 
the man was British,” the spokesman | 
added. The lodging of a protest with 
the British authorities was under’ 
consideration, he concluded, as the 
spirit of the Craigie-Arita agreement 
had been violated.

Anti-British Feeling 
Increased 


Nanking, Aug. 21. 


Anti-British feeling here was 
intensified today by reports of the 
shooting aflray between Ta Tao 
police and the S.MLP, in the western 
district of Shanghai, with civic 
organizations opposed to British 
policy demanding that the Shanghai 
Special Munierpality take drastic 
measures against the Shanghai 
Municipal Couneil, 

Leaders of danti-British Broups 
here claimed that the incident was 
an “insult" to the “Reformed Gov- 
ernment” and an act of provocation 
iby the Shanghai Municipal Council. 
Some agitators were demanding that 
Britons be “driven out of China.” 
The Ta Min Hui called an emer- 
gency mass meeting yesterday at 
which it was decided to launch « 
campaign to restore the Shanghai 
Settlement to Chinese control by 
‘mobilizing the people.” 

The fullowing statement was issued 
by Mr, Mi Tai-chang, Chairman of 
the Ta Min Hui:

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Shooting in Jessfield Rd. 


“The regrettable shooting affray in Jessfield 
Road on Saturday night, in which a foreign 
member of the Shanghai Municipal Police was 
wounded in the back and two members of the 
Special Municipality police were shot dead and 
several athers wounded, is having curious re- 
percussions in the local Japanese press. Every 
effort appears to be made to magnify the affair 
into an international incident, and even to link 
it with the Tientsin silver issue and Britain's 
;Heneral Far Eastern policy. As the facts of the 
cas¢ are not sufficient to enable this to be 
done sticcessfully, versions of the shootinz 
which are travesties of what actually oecurred 
are being issued, and interviews with the 
wowlded men which are directly at various 
with the accounts given by the S, M. Police 
party and other ¢eye-witnesses at the scene at 
the time, are being published, The incident 
arose fundamentally out of the difficult con- 
‘ditions imposed upon those who are responsible 
for law and ovder in the International Settle- 
ment, Owing to the inability or unwillingness 
:of those whose duty it is, to preserve order in 
the areas round the Settlement and the Settle- 
‘ment roads, it has been necessary for S. M. P. 
patrols to be constantly en the watch. These 
patrols have an unenviable lesk, as a review of 
last week's affrays proves. They take their 
lives in their hands aud may be subjected ta 
sudden fire at any moment, from gangsters and 
others who have no cause to love them. Against 
these risks, their best safeguard is speed in 
replying in kind, and thus a state of affairs has 
heen created in which the slightest incident 
may precipitate a serious gun-battle, Such a 
battle otcurred on Saturday night. A police 
patrot in an armoured ear held up, in the 
course of their duty. a Ta Tan patrol on a 
municipal read. The S.M.P. were quite within 
their rights. But a Ta Tao plain-clothes man 
shot one of the patrol in the back, and the 
wounded man reptied. The Ta Tao patrol got 
considerably the worst af the encounter, and a: 
a result protests have been lodged and the 
Japanese, who hitherto have taken the line that 
what is done by the Ta Tao administration is no 
concern of theirs, are threatening ‘drastic ac- 
tion.’ The poorness of the Ta Tao administra- 
tion’s case in this instance is shown by the 
arguments the Japanese spokesman on Sunday 
was forced to dig up in support of it. Thess 
included an attempt to make out that the in- 
cident on Saturday was in revenge fer the 
killing of Mr H. P. Krogh on Friday, on the 
very flimsy pretext that the armoured car in- 
volved on Saturday was somewhere in thr 
vicinity when a flag was tarn down from the: 
Jessfeld Road Ta Tao Police station some time 
ago. Also included is the plea that the police 
tock away the wounded in the shooting. 
Humanitarian grounds alone dictated this, ancl

Another incident in which a Settle- 
ment police patrol and a party of "Ta 
Tao” officers were concerned was 
reported at the Japanese press con- 
ference yesterday as having taken 
place earli¢r in the day. According 
to a military spokesman three Britons 
and three Chinese, all members of the 
S.MLP., and 17 “Ta Tao" men were 
involved in the incident. 

While proceeding along Jessfield 
Road, the spokesman revealed, the 
Municipality police party was stop- 
ped by armoured car No, 1, which 
was manned by the three Britons and 
the three Chinese. near the spot 
where Saturday’s incident involving 
Probationary Sergeant W. L. Kinloch 
took place, 

One of the Britons then told the 
leader of the Municipality party, an 
officer named Yao, that as the road 
was a part of the Settlement, the 
group had no right fo be there, the 
spokesman staled. “You must not 
use this road,” the Britist. police offi- 
cer was alleged to have said. 


Threatening Attitude 


In reply to this, the spokesman 
continued. Yao stated that the road 
gid not belong to the S.M.C. and that 
they were traversing the road on in- 
structions from superior authorities 
and if the Settlement pelice had any 
objections they had better take the 
matter up with these authorities, 

“Although the Settlement police in 
question assumed a threatening at- 
titude,” the spokesman said, “and 
again held a machine-gun ready, the 
City Government police passed 
through without further trouble.” 

Answering questions, the spokes- 
man said that unless the blame for- 
Saturday's incident could be put upon 
the shoulders of the Municipality 
police, members of this force would 
continue to cacry out their usual 
practice.

Nippon Yersion Ridiculed 

The Japanese army version of 
the affair, in which the Nippon- 
ese give their “reasons” for be- 
lieving that the SMP fired first, 
is ridiculed by informed circles. 
One of the reasons states that 
armored car No, 9, which Kin- 
loch was using, was the same one 
which was sent to the Ta Tao 
police sub-station on Great West- 
ern Road when the so-called flag- 
pulling incident (allegedly done by 
the late Mr. H. P. Krogh) took 
place on July 7. Another reason 
was that the “SMP suspected 
that he (Krogh) had been killed) 
by members of the Ta Tao or-| 
ganization.” | 
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Informed quarters peint out that! 
the alleged flag-puliing incident 
did not take place on July 17 and 
did not occasion any police turn-, 
out nor the presence of armored 
cars: also, that following the sur. 
reptitious reopening during the 
night of July 16/17 of the Ta Tao 
police station, no armored cars 
attended the vicinity. Moreover, 
the suspicion of the Ta Tao péo- 
ple having murdered Mr. Krogh 
can be accompanied by a pos- 
sibility that the murder was done 
by anti-Ta Tao agitators trying 
to discredit the !atter.

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Council Not Sending Protest 
On Shooting Affair Yet, 


Italian Troops Take Control of Jessfield Road Area ; 
S. M. C. Studying Police Report on Incident 


| T was reliably learned last night that the Shanghai Municipal 
Council, while studying details of Saturday evening's shooting 
affair on Jessfield Road, would not for the time being send a2 
protest because they did not know to whom to send it. In this 
connection, it was pointed out that on previous occasions when 
the S.M.C. and the British military authorities addressed protests 
io the Japanese military, naval and diplomatic authorities regarding 
such questions as the establishment of gambling and opium dens 
in the Western areas and the concentration of a large number of 
armed gangsters there, the Japanese authorities invariably refused 
to consider the protests on the ground that the ‘Reformed 
Government” authorities were in charge of the areas in question 
and that consequently all protests must be addressed to them. 


The Council, on the other hand, has 
not yet entered into relations with 
ithe Japanese-sponsored administration 
and it was felt rather a poor beginning 
if such relations should be opened 
with a protest. In this connection, 
‘however, it was lIcarned that the 
Council], two days ago, addressed the 
“Ta Tao” administration for the first 
time since its establishment, in ans- 
wering the latest of a large number of 
protests received with regard to the 
question of the rendifion of courts 
in the Settlement. 

The report that a meeting of leading 
Japahese naval military and diplo- 
matic officials on board of the Japan- 
see Hagship at noon yesterday were 
reported toe have studied measures 
which the Japanese authorities were 
to take im connection with the shoot- 
up, indicated a complete reversal of 
the previous Japanese stand concern- 
ing the Western areas in that, all of 
a sudden, they seemingly take an 
interest in its ailairs while they have 
hitherto refused te study protests con- 
cerning occurrences in those areas. 
The Council's position has con- 
sequently become considerably more 
complicated as it was not known 
whether or not the Japanese auth- 
orities would agree to interest them- 
selves in Saturday’s affair. 

Scene of a ciash of arms between 
a Shanghai Municipal Police patrol 
and an armed “Ta Tao” police party 
on Saturday evening when  Pro- 
bationary Sergeant W. L. Kinloch of 
the S.M.P. was wounded in the back 
and two of the “Ta Tao” band were 
killed, the area surrounding Jessfield 
and Connaught Roads yesterday was 
Placed under the protection of Com- 
mander T, ¥V. L. Virialdi,; Commanding 
Officer of the Italian Marines in whose 
defence sector the incident occurred.

Meanwhile, Probationary 
Sergeant Kinloch was reported to be 
progressing satisfactdrily in the 
Country Hospital yesterday and it was 
expected that he would be able to 
leave the hespital in a few days, 
The clash occurred at 6.20 p.m.

patrol, consisting of one Russian 
driver, and four Chinese constabies, 
under the command of Sergeant Kin- 
loch, was cruising along Jessfield Road 
in an armoured ear.

At this 
moment he was attacked by one of 
the uniformed men and a shot rang 
out from the “Ta Tao” ranks, hit- 
ting the Municipal policeman in the 
back. 

Despite his wound, however, Ser- 
geant Kinloch swung around and 
brought his sub-machine gun into 
play, killing two of the party in- 
stantly, seriousky wounding two 
more and slightly wounding another 
three. The injured were taken to 
Red Cross Hospital for treatment 
while Kinloch was removed to the 
Country Hospital. 


Chinese Fired First

A high police official informed the 
“North-China Daily News” yesterday 
that no protest had been received 
from the “Reformed” Government in 
connection with the affair. He 
pointed out that the first to open fire 
was a member of the “Ta Tao” police 
party, members of which had no 
right to be operating on a Municipal 
Road. The action of the Sergeant in 
halting the party was quite justiflable, 
he added, as the iatter had been 
attempting to ascertain whether the 
men just going from one enclave to 
another or whether they were operat- 
ing on a Munivipal Read.

An important decision was reported 
to have been made yesterday by 
Japanese military, naval and diplo- 
matic authorities regarding measures 
to be taken in connection with the 
Saturday night shooting incident’ on 
Jessfield Read.

“Drastic Measures” Decided 


The Japanese officials conferred on 
the warship for two hours and a half.

It was understood 
that the Japanese officers came to a

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Two Killed, Six Wounded When 
Ta Tao, S.M-P. Patrols Clash 


Probationary Sergeant W. L. Kinloch Shot in 
Back by Ta Tao Party in Municipal Read 


WO “Ta Tao” policemen were killed, two more were seriously 
wounded, and at least three others suffered slight wounds. 
when members of an armed “Ta Tao” patrol], opcrating in a 
Municipal road and well within the limits of the International 
Settlement, clashed with Probaticnary Sergeant W. L. Kinloch of 
the Shanghai Municipal Police in Jessfield Road, near Connaught 
Road, at 6.20 p.m. yesterday. 

Kinloch was fired upon from behind in cold blood and wounded 
in the back as he challenged a party of four men in plainelothes, all 
armed with mausers, who were patrolling Jessfield Road. In the 
return fire from Kinloch’s Thompson sub-machine gun, the two 
“Ta Tao” police were killed and the five others wounded. 


A Shanghai Municipal Police pat- } 
ro], consisting of one Russian driver 
and four Chinese police constables 
under the direction of Sgt. Kinloch, 
was .cruising slowly along Jessfield 
Road in-an armoured car. About 100 
yards east of Connaught Road they 
spied a party of four armed men 
in plainclothes. Kinloch ordered the 
driver to stop the car while he leap- 
ed to the ground and challenged the 
foursome. The S.M.P. officer was 
armed with a sub-machine gun and 
as he faced the four plainclothes 
men a uniformed member of the 
“Ta Tao” police suddenly sprang on 
him and attempted to snatch the 
weapon from his grasp. 

Shot in Back 

As Kinloch siruggled with this 
latest arrival on the scene, who 
apparently caught the S.MLP, officer 
by surprise, a shot rang out from 
behind the young probawionary ser- 
geant, from the ieft side of the 
road, and he staggered back, retain- 
ing his hold on his “Tommy” gun. 
Presumably dazed by the shock of 
the bullet he pressed the trigger of 
his gun and a deadly stream of 
lead poured forth as he emptied the 
magazine of its twenty rounds, 

When the smoke of battle had 
cleared away two of the armed Ta 
Tao police were dead and two more 
lay on the ground seriously in- 
jured. At least three others, it is 
reported, left the scene of the fray 
suffering from “walking” wounds, 
The two injured Ta Tao police 
found at the scene of the shooting 
were taken to the Red Cross hospi- 
tal for treatment. 

Young ‘Kinlosh, who miraculously 
escaped death when the shot ffred 
at his back merely penetrated his 
flesh, was taken to the Country 
Hospital, where he was last night 
reported io have been doing well. 
The youthful probationary sergeant 
is a native of Dundee, Scotland, and 
has just recently joined the Shang- : 
hai Municipal Police. He yeceived . 
his first baptism of fire yesterday | 
evening and truly acquitted himself 
in a manner befitling the best tradi- 
tions of the SMP. 


| 


Armed Patrol 

From all reports it is evident that 
the four men in plainclothes were an 
advance party for a further group of 
j ten or twelve uniformed members 
‘of the Ta Tao police. When Kinloch 
jumped from the armoured car to 
challenge these first four men he ap- 
parently did not observe the addi- 
tional troop in the background. One 
of these latter men must have been 
the assailant who shot at the S.MLP. 
officer, thus causing the outburst in 
return from the dazed Kinloch. 

The Ta Tao policemen were 
patrolling in territory in which they 
had no official business whatsoever. 
Jessfeld Road is a Municipal Road 
and lies within the sector a:toted ‘to 
the Italian Marines. Immediately 
following the shooting yesterday the 
Commander of the Italian Defence 
Foree placed additional marines on 
BZuard in the area to reinforce sentries 
ordinarily on duty. 

Police last nignt tightened the al- | 
ready strict precautions being obser- , 
ved in the area. Since the shooting | 
of Mr. H. P. Kregh on Friday morn- 
ing, there have been over 500 police- 
men on duty in the Western District 
while armoured cars of the Shanghai 
Volunteer Corps have been used, 

From inquiries made at an early 
hour this moraing it appears that 
the Japanese military authorities and 
the Ta Tao police officials have de- 
clinek to make any statement con- 
cerning the incident. The Ta Tao’ 
authorities appeared to be highly in- 
dignant because the S.M.P. took all 
the injured to hospitals in the Settle- 
ment. They claimed that nine Ta Tao 
policemen have been seriously in- 
jured. Circles close to the Japanese 
authoritics stated that there was 
nothing unusual in the facet that the 
Ta Tao police were walking along 
the Municipal road, as they were 
presumably returning to the police 
station.

Serious Incident Last 
Evening Between S.M.P. 
Car And Ta Tao Patrol 


FOREIGN SERGEANT WOUNDED, TWO TA 
TAO POLICE KILLED, TWO OTHERS AND 
PIDESTRIAN ARE WOUNDED 


MORE CRITICAL SITUATION AVERTED AS 
ITALIAN MARINES TAKE OVER 


Both Sides Advised To Withdraw Pending Further 
Investigation; Sergeant Kinlock Was First 
Wounded Then Fired His Thompson Gun 


Two Ta Taa policemen killed, two other Ta Tao policemen 
and a pedestrian wounded, and Sergeant W. L. Kinleck, of the 
Shanghai Municipal Police, wounded, was the heavy casualty 
list of a serious incident which took place late yesterday aiter- 
neon on the corner of Jessfield and Connaught Roads. 

According io the official S.M.P. version, Sergeant Kinlock 
was first shot in the back as he was questioning a Ta Tao police 
patrol and some plain-clothes men. as to what they were doing 
on a Settlement-controlled road, and then, going into action 
with his Thompson sub-machine-gun, fatally hit two of the 
patrol and wounded two others, while a pedestrian was also 
struck by a stray bullet. 

An acdount of the affair wee 
given to a representative of “The 
Shanghai Sunday Times” last night 
by a high police officer of the 
S.M.P., from which it appeared that 
Sergeant Kinlock, together with 
four Chinese police constables, was 
datrolling Jessfield Road in an 
armoured ear at 5.50 p.m. when he 
noticed a party of about ten Ta 
Tao policemen in uniform and arm- 
ed with rifles coming along the 
road, preceded by two or three men 
in plain clothes who were carrying 
Mauser pistcis. 

His suspicions were apparently 
aroused, and sv he went up to the 
party and asked them where they 
were going and what they were do- 
ing, for Ta Tao policemen are not! 
allowed to funetion on Covneil 
rouds and are only allowed to use | 
jthem to move from one point to 
| another ‘ 


| shot fn Sack 


First reports stated that Sergeant 
Kinioek was searching the plain 
¢lothes men when he was wounded. 
but the corrected acecunt stated 
that the sergeant was discussing the 
matter with the Ta Tao policemen, 
and thut some slight altercation 
arose, whereupon one of the plain- 
clothes omen, suddenly fired his 
Mauser pistol and shot Sergeant 
Kinlock in the back, wounded him 
slightly. Kinlock, it is reported, 
immediately swung round and fired 
several shcls from his Thompson 
sub-machine gun with the result 
that he killed two Ta Tao patice- 
men, wounded two and also wound- 
ed a Chinese civilian. 


When the firing ceased large 
crowds of Chinese gathered, and 
there soon developed considerable 
excitement. The dead and wounded 
were taken away to hcspital in an” 
ambularce, and mere police from 
the Bubbling Well Station were 
rushed to the scene. There follow- 
ed much exeited tulk between the 
Ta Tao policemen and the Shanghai 
Munic' pal Pelice, while the numbers 
on both sides steadily grew. Captain 
H. M. Smyth, Deputy Commissioner 
cf the $M.P., later arrived at the 
scene and had an interview with 
the Japanese Adviser of the Ta Tao 
Police and learnt what had hap- 
pened, 

Italian Marines Arrive 


It was at this point that the Com- 
manding Officer of the  Ftalian 
Marines, in whose sector the affair 
took place, arrived on the scene and 
advised both sides to withdraw as 
soon as pessible, for a large excited 
crowd had collected and about 20 
or 30 Ta Tao policemen were by 
that time on the spot. Both sides 
took his advice and withdrew, leav-' 
, ing ihe Italian marines to patrol 
their defence sectcr as from about 
8 o'clock. - 


Sergeunt Kinluck was laken to 
the Country Hospital, where, lal€, 
last night. it was stated that he was 
only slightly wounded and was in 
no danger. The wounded Ta Tas 
peliccmen and the Chinese pcdes-. 
ltrian wsre taken to the Police’ 
Hospita! on Carter and Shanhai-’ 
kuan Roads, where they are being 
tended. They were conveyed to the 
hospital in a Fire Brigade Ambul- 
anee, together with the two dead 
members of the Ta ‘Tao palice 
patrol, 


Sergeant Kinlock had only lately, 
been transferred to the Western] 
District to reinforce the existing 
patrols there.

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Municipal Council 
To Protest Kinloch 
Shooting Incident 


The Shanghai Municipal 
Council jast night began drafl- 
ing a vigorous protest which is 
to be lodged with the Japanese 
authorities over the Kinloch 
shooting incident. 

The protest will be based on 
three factors, it was learned. 
The original draft of the 
protest contained protesis 
against the illegal functioning 
of “Ta Tac” potice on a Muni- 
cipal Council Road, the inter- 
ference by “Ta Tao” police with 
duties of an officer of the Shang- 
hai Municipal Police and the 
assault on Probationary Ser- 
geant W. L. Kinloch. 

This protest will be delivered 
te the Japanese authorities to- 
day after approval by the 
Corneil officials, it tvas under- 
stood, 
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Krogh Inquest Not 
Yet Held 


Completion of Police 
Investigations Being 
Awaited by Danish 


No inguest into the death of Mr, 
H. P. Krogh, who was shot and 
killed by gangsters on Friday morn- 
jing. was held in the Danish (Con- 
suiar-Court yesterday. Consular offi- 
clals questioned on the subject, 
stated that ne date had been fixed 
for the inquest, as the police report 
en the killing would first have to 
be studied. 

Mr. Krogh. if will be recalled. 
was brutally murdered at 8.20 um. 
on Friday as he was leaving his 
Amherst Avenue residence, prior to 
driving to his office. His assailants 
imanaged to escape after firing two 
mortal shots at the popular Dane. 
whose death is being mourned by 
the many friends he had made since 
first coming to Shanghai in [928. 

Meanwhile. Mrs. Krogh, who with 
her 12-year old son is holidaying in 
Peitaiho and who was informed of 
the death of her husband by tele- 
gram on Friday. has not yet cabled 
/a reply, so that no funeral arrange- 
‘ments have yed been made. 

' Police investigations are being 
‘continued into the matter though it 
was believed cdoubdtful that any fur- 
ther clarification would be  farth- 
coming, as the S$.M.P, have no 
jurisdiction over the adjoining “Ta 
Tao” areas ahd are thus unable to 
make investigations where it would 
be a comparatively easy matter to 
ascertain the identity of the murder-

‘Consuls-General Meeting Expected 


With Ta Tao policemen continuing to duplicate Shanghai 
Municipal Police traffic posts and still manning sandbag barri- 
¢ades om mun‘cipal pavements, as part of their attempts to 
seize the rich revenue of the outside roads area, appeal had 
been made by the SMC to the Consular Body over the affair. 

Consuls-General of the foreign Powers are considering the 

matter at present, and it is be- 
lieved that they will hold a con- 
ference on the matter in the near 
future. 


Reonom'e Affair 

Although on the face of it 3 
political affair, efforts by the Ta 
Tao authority to take the area 
from the SMC has great economic 
significance. In the first half of 
this vear rates and taxes collected 
by the SMC totalled $528,642, while 
the budget..for the year estimated 
total collection at $932,000. al- 
though it is quite possible that it 
may hit the million. 

Invasion by the Japanese spori- 
sored regime is considered to be 
aimed more at the cash than at 
the political angie, as the Ta Tao 
subsidy from Nanking was recent- 

‘ly halted. 

ee SMe Altitude 

Attitude of the Shanghai Muni- 
i cipal Council towards the outside 
roads is that they were built by 
the SMC on land purchased by the 
€MC under rights conferred by 
existing regulations, and@ that 
dwellers alongside the road have 
to pay rates and taxes. 

Moreover, dwellers in lanes off 
the road who have access to muni- 
cipal drainage systems, or to light 
and water facilities made possible 
by the SMC must pay the same 
rates. Recent attempts have been 
made by Ta Tao authorities also 
to collect rates in the area, al- 
though with what degree of suc- 
cess has not been announced, 

Municipal Services 
The SMC looks aiter the roads 


in the area, provides fire deparl- mee 
ment service, and even is taking 7 4 
health and cleansing measures WD 
well of the roads itself, so control 


of these areas does not just mean 
collecting of revenue, but expendi- 
ture of a considerable sum ul 
moncy. 

Up te the present Ta T'ao inter- 
ferenve has taken the form of at- 
fempting to usurp police functions 
from the SMI*, despite promises 
that the Ta Tao men weuld oniy 
function off the roads. Recent 
developments have included the 
altempt to take over control of 
two traffic lights, at Edinburgh 
intersections with Great Western 
und Yu Yuen Roads, and an ulti- 
matum to the Police that these 
lights should not function as from 
today, which was ignored. This 
is in addition to sending bills for 
Ta Tao rates and taxes. 
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Paging Washington And London 


rH Shanghai Municipal Council 
needs the support of the foreign 
pewers interested in the International 
Settlement in settling the outside read 
impasse. Unless this support is given 
promptly and in an unmistakable 
fashion, an extremely undesirable pre- 
cedent, detrimental tu the slatus of 
all the foreign controlled areas in 
China, is likely to be established. 

This newspaper does not intend at 
this moment to delve into complicated 
legal and diplomatic pltases of the out- 
cide road problem. It is sufficient to 
point out that when al} the facts are 
boiled down to their bare essentials, 
the “Ta Tao” policemen have no right 
to be on the extra-Settlemen: roads. 

The “Ta Tao” regime or the so- 
called “Special Municipality of Greater 
Shanghai” is nat an organization re- 
presenting the legally recognized gov- 
ernment of China, Us policemen are 
ahle to take up ibeir posts on extra- 
Settlement roads merely hecause they 
happen te have guns, and because the 
Shanghai Municipal Ceuncil is not 
disposed or in a position te use 
sinilarty forcible measures in dislodg- 
ing them,

fe we are inelined to use high-flown 
terms, we may correctly and 
with justification use the word ‘in- 
vasion” in describing the action of the 
"Ta Tao” policemen. That indeed is 
what ihe action of the “Ta Tao” police- 
men really amounts to, and there is 
no reason why the foreign powers in- 
terested in the Settlement should con- 
tinue to refrain from recognizing and 
calling a spade a spade, 

Having sent its armed men to 
patrol and occupy the roads, the “Ta 
Tao” regime is now starting negotia- 
tions with the Shanghai Municipal 
Council with the hope that their “he 
vasion” and the de facto status at the 
outside road will be conseccated by a 
formal agreement and officially re- 
cognized, 

The Shanghai Municipal Council, 
which derives its authority and sup- 
port from the various powers, is in a 
pathetic quandary. Unable to take a 
firm stand because of the lack of sup- 
port, the Council has heen compelled 
to make one concession after another. 
This series of retreats has already 
enabled the “Tu Tao” agents to have 
the run of the field in the outside road 


area, Unless some stport is given 
immediately, the Council will ultimate- 
ly tind it neeessary in bow to foree 
and to recognize the “right” of the “Ta 
Tao" regime in the western outside 
road districts. 
* > > 

"T'HE status of the extra-Settlement 

read affects teday not only the 
status of the International Settlement 
and the French Concession but also 
the fate of all foreign controlled areas 
in China. This is true because the 
outside road impasse involves the ques- 
tion of the legality of the puppet 
regimes. 

It the “Ta Tao” policemen are 
allowed to eontinue their oecupation 
and if an agreemeut is finally reached 
whieh cancedes to the “Ta Tao” regime 
the right to collect taxes in the out- 
side road area, this would mean in 
effect that the Shanghai Municipal 
Council and the foretgn powers in- 
terested in the Settlement have bestow- 
ed their offieial recognition on the 
puppet “government.” 

It would also mean—-if conecssion 
is made to the “Ta Tao’ rezime—that 
the powers have formally reeognized 
the fact that the puppet governments 
have a legal claim on the foreign-con- 
trolled areas. 

* * ¥ 


ROM such a de facto or de jure 
reeogniticn it will be easy to lead 
to the next step. As soon as a formal 
agreement is reached, the “Ta Tao” 
regime in Shanghai and their counter- 
parts in other cities of China will im- 
mediately start agitating for the im- 
mediate return of all the foreign settle- 
ments and concessions. If events in the 
future should take such a turn, the 
foreign powers would indeed have nv 
one but themselves to blame because it 
was the concession in the outside road 
areas which led to such a develop- 
ment. 

On the outside road question, the 
Shanghai Municipal Counecii must not be 
left in the lurch by the foreign 
powers. It must be given prompt and 
full support by the powers because un- 
less such support is forthcoming, the 
Council will be compelled to capitulate 
and be forced to take part in establishing 
& dangerous precedent which in future 
will form the basis for further en- 
croachment upon foreign rights and 
interests in China.

Mayor Fu’s Police :

Members of the “Special Muni- 
cipality Police” under Mr. Fu Siao-

Light Signais Resumed ; 


It was estimated that the control 
light at Yu Yuen and Edinburgh 
Roads was uff for about three minutes 
while the one at Grea? Western and 
Edinburgh Roads was veut of opera- 
tiun Tor about ten. At any rate, with 
ihe appearance of about twenty extra 
S.M.P omen at each crossing the 
“Special Mhnicipality’ constables 
promptly made way tor the Settle- 
ment Police to resume their guidance 
of the red-and-green semaphores. 
After abcut an hour all the addition- 
at Kiangwan constables were with- 
drawn from both interseetions (¢in- 
cluding one man carrying a species 
of sub-machine gun, al Yu Yuen and 
Edinburgh Roads), and a short time 
later the S.M.P recalled their re- 
inforcements.

Suggestions to Journalists 


To the Editor of the

S1r,—I wish to thank Mr. H. J. CoL- 
Lar, Chairman of the Allied Federa- 
tion in Shanghai, for his very clear 
and encouraging statement that ap- 
peared today in your esteemed paper. 

I wish to take this opportunity to 
explain a few items of general im-

Davis some two months before Soviet 
Russia’s war with Germany, it would 
be to cur advantage if both tne En- 
Blish and Russian Press could come to 
a closer understanding and thus bring 
the Britisn and Russian communities 
nearer to each other as far as mutual 
politicat interests are concerned. 

Thus, for instance, the Russian 
newspaper “Slovo” has taken a very 
encouraging patriotic though anti- 
communist stand.

amusing and probably makes good, 
reading for the average Moscow:

An orange-coloured pamphlet en- 
titled “A Stay in Hell” is being cir- 
culated locally. One’s first impres- 
sion is paturallv that it refers to 
Germany. but closer inspection dis- 
closes that it is a reprint of an article 
reerly three vears old written by a 
Frenchman and taken from the 
“Contra Kominterr.” Hts ervptic 
opening sentence is startling: T am 
talking about the Soviet hell. My 
stay there—as a reader—lasted a few 
hours only.” And on the strength 
of his stay there as a “reader”— 
whether a Bible reader or a proof- 
reader is not stated—he writes twelve 
pages of melodrama based on what 
he has heard from two “communistic 
writers.” As his stay in Russia 
‘tasted a few hours only,” it seems 
provable that he got in without a 
railway ticket and was promptly sent 
back.

This pammhlet was entitled 
“A Bolshevized China,” and has prob- 
ably been out of print for ten or 
more years. but by printing this 15- 
year old advertisement at the end 
of their pammhiet “A 'Stav in Hell.”

FT&R the Bolshevik revolution was there a mass exodus 
of anti-Communist Russians from Soviet Territory into 
Manchuria and China. How many Russians there are today 
in Manchoukue and in the Treaty Ports of China is not known 
it was estimated that there were some 19,060 in Shanghai 
alone in 1936, and that number may have substantially in- 
creased since. The Russian community, of course, is not made 
up entirely of “White” Russians. It includes men and women 
ef all political complexions from ‘White’ to “Red” including 
a large number of “Pinks” and a considerable percentage whose 
political views in normal times would be considered colourless. 
The community supports various national organizations Te- 
Mecting the lifferences in its political views. None of

Drastic measures will be applied 
hy the Russian Emigrants’ Commit- 
tee to deal with Russian emigrants in 
Shanghai who sympathize with the 
Red Russian Government and who 
spread Soviet propagitnda, it was 
learned yesterday. The Russian Emi- 
rants’ Committee met on October 
17, when it was resolved that these 
Russians would lose the Committee's 
protection and their emigrant papers 
if they continued to sympathize with 
the Soviet Government. 

According to reliable reports, the 
Russian Emigrants’ Committee had 
noticed, particularly since the out- 
break of the war between Germany 
and Soviet Russia, that many Rus- 
sians were openly sympathizing with 
the Soviets in their struggle against 
the Nazis and that they were thus 
spreading propaganda among other 
Russian emigrants, This. it is claim- 
ed, helps create a collapse in the 
local emigrant colony. 


Two Organizations Barred 


All those, it was resolved at the 
Meeting, who show sympathy for the 
Soviet Government and who help it 
by spreading its propaganda, will not 
be considered emigrants and will lose 
their papers. It was also resolved 
that the “‘Mladorossi" (members of 
the Young Russian Party) and 
“Vozvrashentzi’ (members of the 
Union of Repatriation) would not be 
given protection by the Russian Emi- 
grants’ Committee and would lose 
their emigrant rights. 

It may be recalled that the 
“Miladorossi” issued a statement 
about four months afo calling upon : 
all Russians to throw aside all 
political controversies and to help 
their native land as much as pos- 
sible in its struggle against Ger- 
many. 

The statement, signed by Mr. U. A. 
Stepanoff, leader of the party, ¢claim- | 
ed that the party was antagonistic 
toward the Soviet Government, but 
that it would forsake its previous 
policy to the present government in 
Russin so long as it defends their 
native sail.

The following comments are made in reply to criticism which appeared in the local 
press concerning the Declaration made by local White Kussian Emigrants’ Organizations, a 
copy of which is attached. 

The very large number of Russians who arrived in Shanghai during 1920-1922 left 
their countty not because they were afraid of privations and persecutions, but because, be- 
ing unable to continue their struggle against communism in Russia, they wanted to carry it 
on from the outside as political emigrants and they are still doing so. These Russians do 
not consider the term ,,Motherland** as meaning merely territory, which is unstable and 
may even be entirely lost {as in the case of Serbia during the Great War}. but as meaning 
primarily the people and their active and creative national spirit. They know that during 
the last 24 years the Russian Nation was kept in a state of abject slavery without prece- 
dent in the history of Humanity, 

Russia has fost millions of her best sons in her struggle for the most elementary 
rights of men: tha right te worship God, to express national convictions, to have a family, 
to possess personal property, etc,.. 

{t is impossible to imagine anything more terrible, immoral and devastating than 
Soviet Regime, supported by the most cruel reign of terror, The Soviets are not only ene- 
mies of the Russian People, they are a menace to gil Nations and to the whole of mankind - 
theie favourite mezthods being subversive activity, corruption, propoganda and sabotage. 

Although the above facts, well known to everybody, are at present being ignored, 
hushed up and passed over in silence by miny foreigners for political reasons, Russians 
who still love Country and have personaliy experienced the horrors of bolchevism cannot be 
expected to refrain from expressing their hope that Soviet Regime will be destroyed as ear- 
ly as possible. Should these expressions be considered now as lack of tact? Should the 
Russian Emigrants be pravented from refuting the allegations of Soviet Agents that all Rus- 
sians have joined the Red camp? 

Russian Emigrants regret that the interests of the Democratic States are now linked 
by circumstances to the fate of the hated anti-democratic Soviet Regime and that these in- 
terests now require the survival and victory of the Moscow Government, although the rela« 
tions between the democraties and the Soviets were until so very recently quite different. 
The tone and comments of the democratic press are also quite different now from what they 
were after the signing of the German-Soviet non-aggression pact and during the Soviet-Fin- 
nish campaign. Mr, Churchill himself in his speeches and buoks has expressed On many oc- 
casions his definite condemnation of Bolchevism.,,- 

It would appear the Soviet Regime is at present serving the purpose of those who 
recently regarded the Soviets as enemies of mankind. 


But can it be expected of Russian Emigrants that they suddenly repudiate their 
ideals and start hoping for the victory of Russia’s oppressors, just because it happens to 
suit the purpose of others at present? 

The Russian people have made great sacrifices and efforts during the war of 1914- 
1919 towards a common victory of the Allied Forces, but were betrayed by the newly esta- 
blished Soviet Regime at the conference of Brest Litovsk. 

What are the slaves of the Soviets fighting for now under the flag of the 3rd Ins 
ternational? For Russia and her interesests? for democratic princ:ptes? Is it not obvious that 
if the Germins had not attacked on June 22, the Sovict forces massed on the Western bor- 
der would have eve tually started their own invasion of Europe, not for democratic prin- 
ciples, but for the purpose of starting a communist cunflagration in the whole of Europe, 
including, of course England who was always considered by the Soviets as the stronghold 
of World Capitalism. 

Though it may be undesirable to many, Kussian Emigrants still cantinue to con- 
sider Bolchcvism as the creation of the Devil and the foe of cultural humanity, and under 
no conditions honest Russian Emigrants will ever support or recognize it, To try to persuas 
de the White Emigrants of the contrary is absolutely useless. 

Without secking any personal benefit and remaining absolutely loyal to the iJocal 
authorities, Russian Emigrants contiune to hope for a speedy downfall of the Soviet Regim 
and the establishment of a National Government in Russia, What will take place after that 
cannot be now forseen and is known to God only, but they trust that the Russian Veople 
freed from Sovict oppression will be able to steer its own course and defend its Nationai 
interests, 

It is futiic to teach patriotism to Russian Emigrants, the majority of them have 
proved their patriotism with their own bloed during the Great and Civil Wars, 

Unfortunately, a number of Emigrants have fallen prey to pseudo-patriotic ‘propa. 
ganda of Sovict Agents and can no longer differentiate between the true interests of Rus- 
sian and those of the 3rd Communist International. 

Let God and the libersted Russian People be the sole judges in the above question:

R. Bitker and B. Topas, two prominent personages 
ef the local Jewish community, addresaed recently, through 
the medium of Russian, Jewish and foreign preas in Shanghai, 
Sn appeal to Russian Jews urging them to Join the Jewish 
Volunteer Datachment in omer to fight for England. 

according to information to hand, the Volunteers, 
whose number is estimated by Messrs. Bitker and fopas at 
about 1,000, will be sent to Hongkong in order to reinforce 
the English garrison there, which intends to render resistance 
to the efforta of the IMPERIAL JAPANESE ARMY to atop the 
sontraband aupply of arme to the Chungking Gevermment and 
Chinege red army, against whom National Japan and China have 
been struggling for the past three years- 

By their appeal to Russian Jews leaders of the 
local Jewry have thrown off their masks and once more prowd 
the fact that there is no such thing as Russian, German of 
Hungarian Jewry, that the interesta of the countries who 
have accorded to the Jews the right of refuge mean nothing 
%o them and that in all parte of the world there existe 
& Pople, who ia strange to all other peoples, whose aig 
ia the exzploitatio of the whole world and whose activities 
are directed by the world Kagal headed by Weitaman, with 
the headquarters at London. 

Having seized controi over the British goverment, 
the Jewry hatS for centuries been using the resources and 
power of that country in order to disintegrate, enslave 


and exploit 411 peoples of the world. In the carrying out 
of their obseure tasks internationel freemasonry, international 
capital and the government apparatus of Great Britain use, as 
a cover, the slogans of pseude-demecracy, struggle against 
aggressors, humanitarianiam and other high-sounding worda. 

The present gigantic struggle between the great 
ideas of National-Socinlian and Fasciam on one aide and the 
cewish plutocracy on the other, has ciready clearly demons-— 
trated to the whole world the eynicism, with which England - 
the citadel of wor) Jewry - has utilized several nations 
as cannon fodder. Indeed, up to the present the following 
nations were engaged in fightine : Poland, Norway, Holland, 
Belgium and Franc® and according to General Petain, the 
hero of Verdun aud head of the present national government 
of RATIONAL PRANCE +eees only ten Britiah divisions. 

Now when the world Kagel has no mere mercenary 
treopa of "gentiles* at their digposal, and the British 
themselves have to fight, the world Jewry are mobilizing 
their forces. Russian Jewa,who mver offered their 
help in the struggle for National Rusaia, are ready to serve 
to Great Britain, as was declared some time ago by Theodor 
Herzl in his book entitled "Tagebuecher", Vol.III, page 303. 

Jewish press reports that 200,000 Jews in Palestine 
are waiting for the delivery of exrma from Great Britain, 
being ready to fight on her side against Italy in Palestine. 

Russian nationalists cannot passe in silence the 
appeal of leaders of Russian Jewry to fight for England - 
the centre and instrument of the world Kagal. W know 
that the struggle for a re-division of the werld commenced 
by Germany, Italy and Japan ie not a fertuitous phenomenon. 
It is a struggle of peoples for existence in accordance 
with their reapective national foundations. England's 


defeat will mean, in the first place, a defeat of peeudo- democracy 
and plutocracy, the end of the domination of the world by capital 
and Jewish internationaliat influence. Vietory of Germany, 

Italy and Japan - meane New Order in the world, Justice common 
to mankind and abolition of the centuriea long exploitation of 

the weak and poor by the atrong and rich ones. It meana a 
triumph of the idea of nationaliem and humanitarianian. 

Believing in the above, we, Ruegian nationaliata, in our 
turn call upon all honest Rusaian national-thinking emigranta to 
close their ranke and, if necessary, te form a Volunteer Detachnent 
in arder to struggle side by side with those who bring a new, just 
peace to tee humanity and new order to peoples of all countrire. 

Russian people whe hag passed through the experiences of 
two revolutions and exile, should bear in mind that England, whom 
Russian Jewa - fellow-nationals of Trotaky, Urovaky and other 
hangman - wish to support, has always been an open or sedret 
enemy of Russia and of all other peoples. We need not go far 
for illuatrations. 

Rmperor Paul 1, a knight on the throne, waa 
asfasainated by a handful of corrupt noblemen bought over by 
English ambassador at Gt. Petersburg through the medium of 
Jerebtsoff, hia paramour, because he did not wish to fight for 
the intereata of England and conoluded an alliance with Napoleon. 

In 1864 England, directed by Lord Beaconsfield Disraeli, 
6 J@w, organized a coalition against Ruegie. During that war 
fighting wae mainly done by Frenchmen, Turks and Sardiniana, 
plus s small number of Englishmen who directed the war. As a 
regult of that war England succesded in enforcing her demand 


that Ruesia be not allowed to have a navy in the Black Sea. 


During the RBusso-Turkieh war of 1877-1878 England 
helped Turkey anc when the Russian army approached 
Constantinople, English fleet entered the Bosphorue and 
prevented the Russians from taking possession of the key 
to the Black Sea. 

In 1904-1905 Engiand inatigated the Russo-Japanese 
war in omer to prevent the natural friendly relations 
between the two great neighbour nations who otherwise might 
have prevented the English from keeping peoples of Asia 
in a state of slavery. 

Following the Rugso-Japanese war, P.4. Stolypin, 
the first Russian fascist, and Count Ito, Japam's great 
atatesmen, were about to conclude a close alliance between 
Enuseia and Japan. However, the Kagal'tsa dark forces have 
deatroyed thia plan : Stolypin was assassinated by a Jew 
named Bogroff, and Count Itc - by an obscura Korean 
fanatic - both acting under instructions of werld freemasonry, 

The world war of 1914 was provoked by England 


behind whom were Jews and freemasons. The alliance 
betwaen Ruegia, France and Geramy, which had been coneluded 
by Emperor Nicolas II at Biorke, was ennuled owing to the 
intrigues of Russian freemasons heated by Count Witte. 
England, who instigated the war, maintained an uncertain 
attitude until the very last moment, in order to plunge 
Germany into a war against Hosela. When victory appeared 
possible, February revolution broke out instigated, as has 
now been ascertained, by Buchqian, British ambassador at 
St. Petersburg, and by world Jewry. They wanted to 
destroy Russia and to weaken Germany: They wanted to 
Geprive Russia of the right ofo possess the Dardanelles - 
the key to the Black Sea. During the course of the 


revolution in Russia, Great Britain and France, directed by 
the Jews, did not render any sincere assistance to the 
Russian national forcee struggling against the communista, 
but on the contrary fanned the civil atrife and, refusing 
to accord a real assistance, facilitated by every means 

the failure of the Russian nationlist movement. The 
fact cannot algo be overlooked that &mperor Nicolas TI and 
membcrs of His August Family were refused the right of 
refuge in England, whereas Jewish communietea were allowed 
free passage through England enroute to Rusela. 

At the most tragic moments for the Soviet government 
England always came to the assistance of Moscow - be it 
by recognition or by granting credits - and thre# her 
Geors open to Jews and communists, whereas Russian national 
emigrants were not allowed to resides in England. 

Following the peace of Versailles the League of 
Nations, directed by England, failed to carry out its 
obligations in reapect of Armenia. Several millions of 
AMmenian Christians were slaughtered by the Turks and Kurda, 
tn the samé way as tend cf millions of Russians perished 
by the hands of Jewa in Russia. 

In the Far East, Great Britain instigated China 
to wage war against Japan and has since been fanning this 
war. Great Britain and world Jewry oppose the establishment 
of New Order in Asia because the Jewish capital obtaina from 
here its material resources and keeps millions of the 
population of Asia in a state of slavery and starvation. 

The above is only 4 small part of what should be 
told regarding the activities of Great Britain and world 
Jewry. However, even this presents a good picture of 
British plutocracy and the Judeo-masonic forces connected 


with her.

The American Consulate General at Shanghai refers to 
its previous circulars addressed tc Americans resident in 
this consular district ccomunicating the advice of the 
Department cf State to withdraw to the United States and 
advising that special shipping facilities were being made 
available. The Department of Stute in a recent telegram 
stated that it has the greatest sympathy for the hardships 
which many Americans will necessarily meet in withdrawing 
from the Fur East but points out nevertheless that accoummo- 
dations are being provided at regular conference rates with 
a reduction if emergency accommodations are used, To make 
the vessels arriving here available the Department of State 
found it necessary to guarantee the shipping companies 
against loss and the arrangements made will involve a loss 
to the Government of several hundred thousand dollars inas- 
much as the fares paid will be insufficient to pay more than 
half the cost of the transportation provided. 


This Consulate Genernl, under instructions from the 
Department of State, desires again urgently to invite your 
attention to the desirability of taking advantage of shipping 
facilities now being meade available as 4t will be obvious to 
all that no guaranty can be given that present accommodations 
will be available indefinitely. This advice applies particu- 
larly to women and children and to those men not detained by 
essential reasons.

It is 
reliably learned that the seven schools would rather 
close down than submit to the control of the Nanking 
Regime.

A letter containing warnings couched in 
strong terms was received by Teal Chien-ngoo oft WOR he 
President of the Tao Chung Middle and Primary School 
for Girls | ; ¢ei¢ ), after he had dispensed with 
the services of several teachers of the school, who had 
pone over to the rebels. However, due to the undaunted 
spirit of the recipient in carrying out reforms sat his 
school, the senders of this threatening letter were unable 
to obtain their objective. Consequently, they fabricated 
rumours to the detriment of the school and of ite 
principal. They even made use of the name of a certain 
body and addressed letters to the familits of the students 
of the school, containing fabrications in the hope of 
preventing the students from attending classeage They 
again failed to attain their desired object, however, 
because their letters have so far been completely ignored 
by the families of the students, who are continuing te 
send their daughters and sons to the school. This simply 
proves that these traitorous elements have failed in 
their efforts. 

The following is the text of the letter sent 
to the families of the atudents by these traitorous 
elemants:- 

“The management of the Tao Chung Middle and 
Primary School for Girle on Avenue Road at the intersection 
of Tatung Road is entirely corrupt. Rebel Teal Chien-ngoo 
ie in the habit of profitearing under the pretext of 
education; he is akilful in exploitation while administering 


the school in a business-like manner. He is in receipt 
of a $4,000 subsidy every term from certain authorities, 
in addition to a monthly salary of $600. Reports to 

this effect have appeared in the ‘Chinese-American Daily 
News,' the 'Ta Mei Pao,’ the 'China Press’ and the 'China 
Weekly Review.' Tsal has long been denounced by the 
nation. At one time he went into hiding at a certain 
place and dared not come out, entrusting his wife's 
reletives with the Nanagenent of the affaires of the 
school. Of late he has again become active. Definite 
proof of this has already been secured by this Corps, 
thus proving that his guilt is unpardonable. Instructions 
have been received from our superior organ to sentence 
him to death as a warning to others. The sentence may 
be carried out at any time. 

"It ie indeed a matter for profound regret 
that you are Still in ignorance of the fact that your 
children are being defrauded whilst carrying on their 
6tudies in this school. It is sincersly hoped that they 
will at once leave the echool and join other inatitutions, 
because we do not wish them to be exposed to danger to 
their lives in case of a future mishap» Lest you should 
have overlooked the importance of this matter, this 
warning is sent you for your information.

Vee-fan ft it it ), teachers of the school, demanded an 
increase of pay and when this was refused, they fabricated 
rundura aod iurtigeted trouble and finelly threatened that 
unless the lettere of appointment for the next term be 
jasued andi no change in the teaching ataff be made, they 
would’ on strike. In addition, a telegren was receivad 
from the first two mentioned teachers demanding full 
righte to deal with the affaires of the school during my 
absence. This wae evidently an attempt aimed at usurping 
my righta over the school. As teachers like these persons 
to not deserve further engagement, I rejected all their 
demands and returned to Shanghai, with the result that 
the effairs of tha school have returned to normal.

Following this agitation, the school 
anthorities issued a notice, statinz that the 
middle school and elementary normal school 
devartments would be closed for the time being, 
but expect to resume classes next week, They also 
intend to insert an advertisement in the local 
newspaper explaining the standing of the institute. 

This school consists of four departments, 
namely the middle school, elementary normal school, 
the primary school and kinderg:srtens, with a totel 
of 1,600 students, About 600 students of the 


middle school and 200 of the elementary normal 


school densrtments are affected by the present 


unrest, while the remainder are attending class 


as usual. 

It will be remembered that the Shanghai 
Private Widdle School came into existence in 1924 
with lr, CHEN CHI ZING as its founder. CHEN was 
a pro-Chungking Government member until the 
beginning of June, 1939, when he established 
connections with the pro-dang Ching Wei elements, 
In consequence of his change in attitude, agitation 
wes rife among the students during the summer of 
1939 and CHEN resigned in September, 1939, handing 
over the affairs of the school to the Board of 
Directors which consist of Messrs. YU YA CHING 
($ "), vuan tro rene (-% 7* ]), wan tar rina 
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ot ) ”Y ), and Linc kone Hou (ff .& (* ), who 
are concurrently in charge of the primary school, 
elementary normal echool, kindergartens and middle 
school departments respectively. Ostensibly, 
CHEN has severed his connections with the institute, 
but there is reason to believe that he is still 
interested in the administration of the school, 
Mr. CHEN CHI ZUNG was a member of the 
Bducational Committee of the 3S.M.C. The primary

Chen Chi-zung ( @ 4 a), vewneipe ot aie 
Shanghai Private Middle School, 460 Chengtu Roed, who is 
residing at No.3/179 Connaraght Road, was dorn in 1894 at 
Kading, Kiangeu, and is a graduate of the Lungmen Normal 
Scheol, Nantao. After graduation, he obtained employment 
in the Shanghai Cotton and Cotton Yarn Exchange, Avenue 
Edward VII, as assistant Chief of the Business Section of 
the Generel Affairs Department, and consequently met 
Mr. Wen Lai Ding cial i) > }, prominent Loosl buainess man, 
who was the chairman of the Board of Directors of the 
Shengnai Cotton and Cotton Yarn Exchanges. It 1s reported 
that he ia now one of Wen's followers, 

In 1924, Chen Chi-zung, with finencial assistance 
from Wen Lai Ding, establiehed the Shanghai Primary School 
on Li Yuan Road, Nentao, and later established three more 
primary schools under the same title at 1297 Robison Road, 
No.2 Tain Woo Fang, Rue de l'Ouest, and 400 Soochow Road. 
In 1927 he established the “Shanghai Private Middle Bohool* 
in Pan’s Garden, corner of Kinchow and Pingliang Reade and 
algo a kindergarten in the Kong Pong Li Alleyway (4 Z g he 
Connaught Road. Shortly after the outbreak of the local 
hostilities in August, 1937, he had all his schools removed 
to their present address, 460 Chengtu Road, where he 
conducts an @lemantary normal school, a middle school, a 
primary school, and a kindergarten with s total of mre then 
4,000 studenta. 

About the same time as he started this educational 
work, he took an interest in the effairs of the Society and 
participated in the activities of the 9th Branch of the lat 
Special District Citizens' Federation (156 Burkill Road}.

Federation afforded him an apportunity to befriend local 
prominent personages and gave him access to social circles, 
afterwards being appointed an executive of the Chinese Rate- 
payera’ Association.

In the years 1934 and 1955, Chen Chi-zung was elected 
to serve as the Chinese committee of the Shanghai Municipal 
Council.

He ia the Vice-Chairman of the Shenghai Childrents 
Protection and Education Association, 451 Taku Road, which

He was one of the promoters and concurrently a member

On the morning of June 4, 1939, the Shanghai Middle 
School, in celebrating the 15th Anniversary of the establish- 
ment of the institute, hoisted two Chinese national flaga on 
its premises despite the fact that Chen Chi-sung, the 
principal, was warned by the police and promised that no 
flags would be displayed on that occasion, The two flaga 
were later removed by the police without anything untoward 
happening.

Kiangnan 
College (24/9, ). Consequently, both of them are fenitier 
with educational circlea in Ktangsu Province and in 
Shanghai. To facilitate their work, this Committee was” 
established. It has a General Office with eleven members, 
one of them serving as Chief. The Chairman of the 
Comittee is paid a salary of $600 a month,in addition to 
a monthly lieieson allowance of $2,000, while the Committee- 
men are paid $300 each and the members of the General Office 
$100 a month each. It is said that a veartain educational 
officer of the former Shanghai City Government, who is at 
prasent unemployed, hea been bought over and give: the post 
of Chairman of the Committee. 


Yt is also said that the employees of the 
Committee, prior to their assumption of poata, were all 
required to take an oath and to pledge their support to 
Wang Ching-wei. 

The members of the Committee have requested 
various schools to support the peace movement and are 
offering a sum of $30 to every school which affixed its 
chop on the printed form iseuad by the Committee, tut all 
these activities have resulted in failure. Moreover, due 
to intemal dissension among the members of the Committee 
as Well as to unequal distritmtion of profits, a serious 
aplit has occurred and the Committee will probably be 
dissolved before long.

After the defection of Chan Chi-zung in 
autumn last year, serious trouble occurred in the Shanghai 
Middle School and this resulted in Chen retiring from the 
post of Principal of this cohool and of its three affiliated 
organs, namely, the Sharghai Primary School, the Shanghai 
Normal School and the Shanghai Kindergarten, while Meseare. 
Yu Ya-ching, Ling Kong-hou, Yen Lai-ting and L.T. Yuan, 
Chairmen of the Boards of Directors of these schools, were 
appointed conourrently as Principale of thesa four schools. 

After tne formal inauguration of the puppet 
government of Wang Ching-wei in Nanking and his assumption 
of effice, Chen appointed many of his trusted men, at 
presant tenching in the Shanghai Middle School, to roste in 
the Nanking Government under false namese They are not 
required to attend office but are given high pay monthly; 
in the meantime they can still oarry on their teaching, 

When the students of these schools, inoluding 
the entira body of students of the firat and second grade 
in the senior middle school of the seuth branch at the 
eornar of Bubbling Well and Chengtu Roada, learnt of this 
stato of effairs, they went on strike and demanded that 
every member of the teaching staff clarify his stand; they 
aleo deciared that they nave no wish to study in a school 
which is actually the private property of Chen Chi-zung. 
Upen learning of the trouble, the new Principals adviacd 
the students to resume their studies and at the same time 
they issued a statement completely denying the allegation 
that the achocls belongs to a private individual. 

It is learned that as a result of this action. 
the students have agreed to reaume studies to-day but they 
are said to be still devising adequate ways and means to 
deal with those teachers who are holding pasitions with 
the puppet government.

The disaffection of Zien Wei-taong ia not 
unexpedted, because almost everything he did in his life 
Was mean and shameless. After his graduation from Columbia 
University in 0.5.A., he returned to Chine and, determined 
to recover the money he had spent for his eduoation, he 
founded the Kuo Kwang Middle School, The majority of the 
important officials of this school were membera of hia ¢lan 
and for some time the school was better known as "“Zien's 
Family Chapel."

Due to the fact that he had won the favour 
of a ceftain prominent person, he Was elected last year as 
@ member of the S.M.C. Library Commi ttee, 

Prior to his revocation of allegiance, his 
rélatives and friends gave him advice to which he paid na 
attention. This clearly indicates his slavish nature.

Brethren, 

Juring tne current hostilities, we have suffered 
heuvily and nave been deprived of our properities. We are 
gle¢o unable to locate our next of kin and we cannot go back 
to sur farms. We have gained nothing by this sacrifice and 
we now reulise it is foolish to saorifice our all for the 
iudividual benefit of the Ghiang regime. ‘the following facts 
sive & ready explanation:- 

The capture of Shanghai and Woosung took place 
only three wnonths after the outbreak of the present hostilities. 
Strategic excuses are las;e excuses. The cities along the 
Nanking-Shanyzhat Line fell one after another with the sae 
excuse deing given. it. goes without saying that Nanking, 
Metropolis of our country, is an important stronghold. Daung 
Sung Te, the Nanking Garrision Commander, euphasized that 
before Nanking fell, he would die for the city but the city was 
abandoned without resistence. No sooner had Nanking fallen 
than the strategic points, Wuhan, Nanchang, Ugnton ....... Ott. 
also shared the same fate with the same lame excuses of a 
strategic retreut. Ihe prowinent figures of the Chiang regime 
then removed to Chungking and the people were left and forgotten 
about without protection. 

Just imagine, the Chiang regime gave their lame 
excuses only after a city was abandoned. nobody believes that 
the Wuhan arew and Canton were not worth defending.

We are publishing to-day a very interesting informa- 
tion to the effect that in connection with the present war in 
Western Europes a great number of Ruawvian emigrants are procead- 
ing to the Far iiast and,in particular, to Shanghei, the majo- 
rity of the newcomers being people with means, 

according to informution to hand, several thousands 
of new Russian residenta may be expected to arrive in Shanghai 
during the first 4 or 5 months of the coming year. 

What ghall be our attitude towards arrival of this 
new group of Russian emigrants in our cosmopolitan Shanghai? 

We are of the opinion that the influx of new Russian 
forces here will wadoubtedly be a vary pleasant phenomenon. 

In the first place, the average intelicotual standard 
of Kusaian emigrants residing in Zurope is considerably higher 
than that of emigrants residing in the Orient, and among the 
former there is a greater percentage of people possessing wide 
experience and knowledge, ‘his will raise the cultural atendard 
of the emigrant mass here, 

Secondly, emigrents proceeding to the Far Kast are, 
in the majority of cases, people poasesaing means and therefore 
they will not constitute a burden to looal» charities and muni- 
cipal institutions, 

Moreover, people possessing experience in commerce and 
iudustry,of whom there are undoubtedly mmy among the new-cone rs, 
wili have a beneficial influence on the local Russian commerce 
ang industry and will be able to invest their capital and apply 
their knowledge and experience, This wiil enable many iocal Rus- 
asians residents to find employment im the newly opened enter- 


prises. 
Tous,the new wave of emigrants will only strengthen the 


Suspian emigrant community in shanghai and therefore, being in 
full sympathy with our brethren who have to underge once more 
the hardships of arigration, we cordially welcame then. 

There is enough room in Shanghai for several thow 


sands of new Russian residents, 


the gutbreak of war in Europe and the presence of 


the red menace affecting almost the entire iastezn Kurope have 
many new sufferings and hardships to Rusaian emigrants, Prior 
to the fateful events of Saptember last about 100.000 Russian 
umigrants resided in Finland, Kutonia,Lutvia,Lithuania and in 
the Jastern Poland.

Germany and tne Lay at Sea. 


The Germen habit of ignoring all international obligations and 
the dictates of humanity when she realises that sne is fignting a 
losing battle was clearly demonstrated in the war of 1914-1918. it 
is again keing demonstrated in tre present struggle. jfot Only is 
Germany flouting all internationel law and the customs which civil- 
isation has built up in the interests of humanity. Moreover, Germany 
is cunvying On the war et sea more effectively against neatral 
shipping than against the shipping cf the Allies. That this is done 
intentionally, in order ta seek to force neutral nations to set only 
in acccrdence With tne German will, is patent from the admissions of 
the German propaganda organisation. 


The two main ways in which Germany is flouting internatisnal law 
and the dictates of numanity in her war at sea are in tne operations 
of the U-boats and in the indiscriminate and unannounced laying of 
nines in commercial shipping channels. The actual obligations which 
Germany is ignoring are the following t» 


rel he Submarine Protocol 
This wae voluntarily acceded to by Germany on November 
ecsrd 1936. It read as follows 


"The following are accepted as established rutes of International 
LAW! - 


(1) In their action with regard to merchant ships, 
Submarines must conforn to the rui¢cs of International 
Law to which surface vessels are subject. 

(2) In particular, except in the case of persistent 
refusal to stop on being duly summoned, or of active 
résistance to visit and search, & warship, whether 
surface vessel or submarine, may not Sink or render 
incapable of nevigetion a merchant vessel without 
having first placed pagscengers, crit’, and ship's 
papers in @ place of ssfety. For this purpose the 
ship's boats are not regarded as a2 place of safety 
unless the sefety of the passengers and crew is 
assured, in the cxisting sex and weatner conditions, 
by tne proximity cf land, or the presence of another 
vessel vwnich is in & position to take them on board". 


The number of cases in which the German U-boats have flouted 
this engazeaent of the Jernen Governnent during the present war, 
both by sinking merchant ships without warning by torpedo or gunfire, 
and failing to make even the slightest attempt to assure the safety 
of the passengers or crew, are too numerous to detail. Moreover, 
both the extent ond the heinousness of the illegal actions of the 
U-boats have snown @ progressive tendency to increase. It may be 
recalled, however, that within a few hours of the declaration of war, 
the passenger iiner ATHENIA was torpedoed witnout warning by & German 
submarine, and sank with the loss of many lives. There was also the 
case of the steamer ARLINGTUN CUURT, The testimony of the captain 
of that ship is eloquent of the Gernan methods. 


"There was a big explosion. A torpedo had struck us under the 
bridge on the port side. There was a very heavy sea and a west- 
south-westerly gale blowing. 1 estinated the waves to be about 30 
fcot high. “Se pulled awey from the snip and, about 11 minutes later, 

a second torpedo hit the ship on the port side. In about lc minutes 
tne shio sank. On the third dey in an opin boat tne Chief Engincer 
died. It was very cold and reining like sleGt, most of the time, which 
cut through us. By the next morning I was expecting toree more men 

to die from exposurc, but a Dutch motor vessel hove in sight and 

we were picked up. 


Not only’ was the ARLINGTUN CUURT sunk without warning, but the 
submarine did not cven come to the surface to makc any attempt to 
énsurc the safety of the crew, 
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They were lcft to fend for thimsvives in op .n bomts in exesptionally 
bad weather over @ hundred miles from land and with no othcr snip 

in sight. Oni of the three boats brlonging to that ship was never scien 
again. To east non-combatants adrift under conditions in which men 
suffer agonics and dic fron cold and exposure is an action which no 
civilised aan can contemplate without horror, 


There if plenty of evidence that scrmany is herself on occasions 
ashamed of sucl: conduct. “hen the Norwegien tanker ARNE KJODE was 
torpedoed without warning by a Scerman U-boat, Germany couid think of 
no excuse, Dut then the Dutch steumer SLIEULRACHT was sunk without 
warning by a U-boat the Gernan Propamanda Ministry tried very hard to 
persude the world that tne snip that had becn sunk was a British 
anti-suomarine cecoy ship disguised and sailing under Dutch colours. 
Unfortunately for Germany, some survivors of the SLEIDRKECHT were 
picked up and were able to tell the tale of the loss of their fine ship. 


Some Gernan submarine commanders, moreover, seem to crys ta 
obscure their wanton disregard for the obligations of International 
Law and humanity by the subsequent friendly, and sometimes almost 
gushing, treatment meted out to survivors who have been taken on board 
submarines. To take an instance, after firing et the fishing trawler 
CRESSVELL in callous indifference to tne recognised rules af civilised 
warfare, even going to the lengths of firing a sheil just beiow one 
ef the trowler's snall boats as it was being lowered with men in it, 
and afterwards leaving men to drown in tne water while the Submerine 
went on its way, the submarine commander ufterwards returned to the 
secéne 4nd toox the survivors on board. The survivors were taken 
below, stripped of their wet clothing, wiven not drinks and blankets, 
and put into btunxs belonging to the submearine's crew, whilst one 
BSUrvivor was brought rcund by artificial respiration applied by one 
of the eneny.

The Germen propagunda organisation a: also sought to prove thet 
all British merehnnt ships are fair game and may iegally be sunk without 
warning because tun Of thein arc armed. dere there is deliberate 
confusion between the annec merchent cruiser and the defensively armed 
merchant Ship. An arméd merchant cruiser carries a considerable and 
offensive armument:; she is manned by naval personnel and figures in the 
list of commissioned ships of the Royal Navy; she flies the White 
Ensign, @nd is essenttaily @ naval unit which carries out naval duties 
and taxes no but in Commerce, Defensively arned merenent ships are 
very differcnit. They arc, us their name implies, merchant ships 
engaged upon their ordinary mercantile occupations, but given a small 
defensive armament, purely in order to allow their crews to defend 
themse!ves and their ships against attack or attempt at capture. 

The arming of merchant vessels for detensive purposes is one of the 
eldest swsteblisned rights of international law of the sea, and dates 
from thy days in which all ships went armed against pirates and no 
Warships, as such, existed beyond galleys. The German contention that 
the provisbn af defensive aimaments to merchant ships has again brought 
about em situation in which there is no difference between & warship 

and @ maerehant ship, ts, of course, utterly untenable. Every new 
development in the technique of war at sea widuns the already gap 
bettescn the warship and the acretant ship - & gap which even the spectel 
arning of ships @s armed merchant cruisers cannot effectively bridge 

in the technics] sense. So much was proved by the gallant but hopcless 
fight of the armed merchunt cruiser H.M.S. RAWALPINDI. 


Apert from the conduct of the U-boat warfsre, the other important 
way in which Yermany is flouting her freely under-taken commitments 
under Internetionel Low, and the rcquiremcents of humanity, is in her 
new mineloying campaign.

german submerine werfare ras based upon a "Prisenordung’, tnat ls, 
an order relative to tne taking cof prizes at ses - duted August 28th. 
He said that this order complied with existing ecnventions and tnat 
strict orders had beén given to U-boats to obey these regulations. 

On the subject of minelauying, admirel Raecer stated positively that 
the laying of minefields was announcea according to the Hague 
Convention of i807.

WHO SiGaw THE ¥.R?

IT write as 8n Englishsan who has for years argued that the British 
Governgent must sooner or later cake a stand against Herr Yitler, not 
serely in defence of its own material interest but in defence of the . 
ordinary freedoms of speech and thought wnien make life worth living. 


Wath each new act of ageression war became more obviously inevitable 
and difficult to Win. Austria, Czechoslovakia and then Poland. To us 
in Great Fritain the responsibility for tnis war seeas so obvious that 
we have hardly worried about the official documents about its outbreak. 
Besides, it has produced so nany personal problems that we have not had 
mach time to think about its immediate causes. 


But the historian agals with docunents rather tnan with emotions, 
and ne will find strangs discrepancies betneen the British and Gernan 
official uccounts etout the declaration of wir. He may be tempted 
(if ne is a bud historian) to go rather by the -ieruen “hite Book than by 
the Eritisa Blue 300k, because the former contains oniy twenty-six 
documents and tne latter enue nandred and forty-four. 


Tne dexriberate onissions of the Gercean White Sook art sienificant, 
for they leave out all the cvents thst led up to the crisis and about 
Wieh CHE GtePnen copseivunce Ls most wnvary. 


Nearly nalf of the Britisn documents givi a beckground dcvsigned 
GO show tnat a ctrtein minimu: of matual confidence is nesessary Tor the 
conduct of internetions!l afiairs, but that Gerseny had destroyed all faith 
whetcver in promises and agresuents. 

Poland, Franec and S$rcoat Syitain know tnat it would bi suicidal 
to trust Herr Hitler's pronists, however “final and unaltcrable™ they 
WerGeproctarmmed tao bu.

This action of th. Danzig Scnatc cannot be taxcn, as the German 
“nite Rook apparcatly intends, eS cn incident by ilsvlf. It was pert of 
@ stcedy cond doturmined attcmpt by the Danzig Scnate to force Poland 
to relinquisn her rights in Danzig. Polsna round it nieecssery to make 
a stend at some point. The inturvention of the Germen Governucnt in a 
Situation where she had no itezel right to intcrvcne - es we in Englend 
sco it - wes an attcmpt toe bully Polend into abandoning her position. 


These right were not concerned With the Governnent of Danzig, or with 
ths political situstion in the Free City, for Danzig had been for some 
yours under the compicte control of the Nezi Sen:.te. The rights which 
Poland was dcoturmined to defend conecrned the supervision of her own 
Eredc within che iree Cnty. 


Germeny's intentions heve becn describcd in the "Finel Report” 
of Sir Nevile Henderson. ‘Herr Hitler is 2 master of turning cvents 
to suit his owA purpose, and the so-called ultim=tun to the Danzig 
Senate of the 4th August ond ths subsequent forcign press cunncnts on 
e Denzgig 'cliab down' gcve hia the opportunity which he wos sceking.* 
The long end ec. ruefully preupcred Germen-Polish crisis hd begun. 
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Tne crisis was developed in much the same way 45 that of September 
1938. In the words of Sir Nevile Henderson: 'The 1938 stories of 
Czech atrocities against its German minority were rewashed up almost 
verbatim in regard to the Poles. Some foundation there must necessarily 
have been for a proportion of these allegations in view of the state of 
excitable tensions which existed between the two pcoples. Excess of 
zeal on the part of individuals and ninor officials thcre undoubtcdly 
was - Sut the tales of ill-trceatment, exprcpriation and murder were 
multiplied a hundredtold. How far Herr Hitler himself believed in the 
truth of these tales must bo a matter for conjecturc.* (Henderson's 
"Final Report", p.7}. 


In any case, Herr Hitler's “carcfully calculated patience" was 
cxhausted, 


The German White Book then described Herr Hitler's attempt to 
persuade France and Great Britain to abandon their treaty obligations 
to Poland. 


The documents which it quotos are all, with the execption of the 
WYitler-Daladier oxchange of lettcrs, in the Sritisn Blue Book. All that 
necd be said about them is that, provided he was allowed to have his 
way witn Poland, Herr Hitler was willing to promise anything which 
the “estern Democracies desired. 


It is intcrosting tnat a man who has so often proclaimed to tha 
world his high conesption of netional honour snouid take it so much 
for granted that France and Great Britain would repudiate their own. 


There is nothing new in the Gernan White Book about the British 
attcunpt to arrange for Clrect negotiations bwtcén Germany and Poland 
On August 28th to 3kst. But the sharter german version secoms, rether 
uncipectcaly, to underlings Herr Hitler's determination to force the issue 


regzardicsse of consequénces. He was obviously not interested in 
Ne gO dence CMS 


As Sir Nevile henderson says: “There was, in facet, for Herr Hitler 
only onc eoOutceiveble alternative to brute force, and thet was thet a 
Polish Plenipotentiary should humbly come to him, after the aanner of 
Dr. Senusehnigg or President Hache, and sign on the dotted line to the 
greater glory of Adolf Hitler, And sven thet must heppen at onee. The 
Arny wes csking 'Yes' or 'No't, since the success of its plans dcopended 
largely on the repid oceupetion of Poland end the conclusion as soon as 
possible of the war on the Eestern front. Hod weather might otherwise 
intervene st any time end wes likely ta prove one of Poland's best 
deéfcenees egainst the highly mcenaniscd German orny." 


Documcnt Nowl6. of the Gernan collection 1s an account of = 
Polish Sroesmeanst 20 24.00 on Sugust Slst. In the words of the 
‘Introduction’: "The German propossls were designated ss unacecpteblie 
by the Polish radio." But no document is there to remind the reader 
thet Herr von Ribbentrop hed deelzrced twenty-four hours previously 
thet it was thon "too latc" for these proposcls to bu considered.

Vou might believe that this proposal was the resuit of a last effort 
by the German Government to avoid anotner war?

The german “hite Boox continues: “This proposition ws answered 
positively by the German and French Yovernments, but in the neantime it 
Was rejected by the British Government ...... Thus the initiative of 


the Duce was brought to notning by the British Sovernment in the 
opinion of the Iteiian Government also.” 


+his account is a peculiar and interesting cxample of deliberate 
saisrepresentation. The Italian “overnment made two attempts to settle 
the dispute between Germany and Polend, 


The first action was on August 3lst and the second on September 
end. Eetween the two attempts Germany had invaged Poland. 


On August 3lst the french Yovernment, in agreement with the 
Pritish Yovernment, had decided to give & positive reply. On September 
2nd it was obvious to beth the French and Rritsh “overnments thet such 
a Gonference wes only possible if the Yerman Yovernment had previously 
withdrawn its troops from Polish territory. 


This was immediately mede clear to the Italian Government. But 
in the text of the German “hite Rook the Gernen Yovernment hese suppressed 
the word "“ycsterday" which figured in the original text of tne French 
despatch, in order to give the impression that the French reply in 
question releted not to the first Italien proposes] of August Slst, but 
to thet of September 2nd, mide after the entry of the German troops 
into Poland. 


Even tnis limited und carefully cditcd selection of documents, then, 
cennot hide the truth. And the truth, as it epeears very plainly indecd 
froa the much fuller Britisn selection, is thet Herr Hitlcr had scearecly 
completed his conquest of defenccless Czechoslovakia before he docgan-

Police, divided into four divisions, 
20p8 paticiling stretts of the 
French Concession last night, be- 
jusvedly to insure their readiness in 
aS> Of any nventuality here. 

The Snecitis will take four-day 
shifis, each cf the totr divisions 
patrolling the Concession one night 
af th: four. informed sourees said. 
Hcurs during which the pairois are 
conducted are from 11 p.m. to 3 
a.m. 

At a meeting last night from 9 
*o 31 p.m. an inspection of the 
Specials was conducled and - in- 
structions Kanded out. It was re- 
ro rted that th:y were tcld to keen 
their uniforms and guns in good 
order and ready for action. 

Semi-Gfficial French quarters said 
that the patrolling order was a 
rentine cne, and was inade becaus2 
about 35 regular French Police 
officers are leaving shortly for war 
cuty in Indo-China.

JEWISH EMIGRES 
HIT BY RULING 


Nazi Intelligence Men

The French Municipal 
Council will in future refuse 
building permits and com- 
mereial licenses to all Ger-. 
mans in the French Conces- 
sion pending the investigation 
of individual applicants by 
the authorities, THE CHINA 
PRESS learned yesterday. 


While the authorities con- 
cerned were reticent on this 
subject yesterday, it was re- 
ported that this measure was 
enforced yesterday in circular 
instructions to ali departments 
of the F.M.C. in an effort to 
reduce the activity of the Ger- 
man intelligence service in the 
French Concession. 


Biow To Refugees 


The order as it stands at present 
affects all persons with German 
passports, whether pares Jewish 
emtgres or politi refugees from 
the Reich. However, the ban does 
net intend that the innocent should 
suffer, it was learned, and licenses! 
will be issued after individual cases 
have been investigated and found 
to be without ulterior motives. 


More than all other Germans, 
the measure will affect Shang- 
hai’s thcusands of German- 
Jewish refugees, who now, as in 
the past, are opening many 
businesses in Frenchtown. While 
bona fide cases will ultimately 
cblain the necessary permission 
to trade in the French Conces- 
sion, the delay which will be 
caused by the investigation of 
their true identities will be a 
heavy blow to the ~migres. 


, Espionage Suspected 
Tt was pointed out that, much 


as the authoritizs would like to 
avoid placing obstacles in the way 
of peaceful trading by German- 
Jewish refugees, it was inadvertent 
that they should suffer.

These proceedings, however utavoidahie, cerlainly are ret to th 
advantage of Shanghat business ax a whole, andl disrupt mopy busines 
relations which fer long years have beeu profitable for both bellirert?

Consul-General Calls 


Mr. Yoshiaki Miura, Japanese Con- 
sul-General, yesterday visited M. 
Baudez, French Consul-General; Sir 
Herbert Phillips, H.M. Consul-Gen- 
eral; and Mr. M, Fischer, German 
Consul-Generail, at 3.30 p.m., 4 and 5 
p.m., respectively, and explained the 
policy of the Japanese Government 
of non-involvement in the present 
Kuropean war as announced by Gen. 
Nobuyuki Abe, Premier, on Monday. 

At the same time Mr. Miura con- 
veyed to his colleagues the grave 
concern of the Japanese Government 
over the attitude of the Powers to- 
wards the “China Incident,” and re- 
quested the deliberate consiceration 
of the belligerent Powers in order to 
eliminate such causes as are likely 
to give rise in China to untoward 
incidents among them. 

Mr. Miura also visited the Consuls- 
General of the United States and 
;lialy, who are remaining neutral at 
present, and informed them of the 
above effect for their reference. 


Japanese Navy’s Request 


At yesterday's press conference the 
naval spokesman issued the following 
communique:—Rear Admiral Kusaki, 
Chief of Staff of the Japanese China 
Seas Fleet, yesterday visited the 
senior officers of the British and 
French men-of-war in Shanghai, on 
behalf of Admiral Oikawa, C,-in-C. 
of the Japanese Fleet, and requested 
that the commanders should comply 
with the request of the Japanese 
Government, which was communicat. 
ed to the belligerent powers in Tokyo 
on Tuesday,

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COUNCIL'S otuNT _ON 
ENLISTMENT | 


The attitude of the Shanghai Muni-' 
cipal Council regarding its employees who : 
may wish to enlist for active service with 
the forces of their ‘own countries is the 
only one which could be taken, in view of 
the Council's international composition and 
status, though the ruling will undoubtedly 
have come as a disappointment to many. 
'{f a Council employlee desires to proceed 
home to join up he’ will first of all have 
jto resign his positién with the Council, 
‘giving the usual six months’ notice. wi!! 
have to find his own way to some point 
at which he could be accepted as a recruit 
for active service, and will not have his 
ijob kept open for him against the day of 
his possible return. The Council took an 
entirely different attitude in the Great 
War 25 years ago. At that time men who 
could be spared were not only released 
to proceed overseas, but were credited 
with half pay all the while they were 
away. had their positions available when 
they returned after the war and were able 
to callect the funds which had accumut- 
ated ta their credit. In the different. 
circumstanees which exist in Shanghai! 
to-day such a procedure would be directly | 
at variance with the best interests of both 
the Council and the general community. 
The Council must maintain its inter- 
national aspect and, furthermore, keep the | 
municipal service going at a time when 
suitable revrujtment would be extremely 
difficult. The mere one examines the 
matter and the problem which the 
Council has hag to face in connection 
with it, the more does it become apparent 
ithat the Administration could not, safely 
and correctly, take any other decision. 
The temporary suspension of long leaves; 
jtor those nationals whose countries are! 
jal war is also a well-justified decision, 
‘especially as the view of the local 
British authorities js that, for the time 
being, Britons in Shanghai are doing 
more good by remaining at their posts 
than by proceeding overseas. When one 
remembers that the only front upon which 
both Britain and France are engaged 
against Germany at the moment is the 
short France-German border between 
Switzerland and Luxemburg-—-a distance 
of approximately 200 miles—it is obvious 
that the combined man-power of the 
allied land forces is greatly excessive to 
irequirements, especially in view of the 
fact that the border is a mass of modern 
fortifications on both sides. It remains 
Lo be seen how the war develops, but for 
ithe time being Britain and France would 
appear to have a large surplus of troops 
tor the size of the one and only theatre 
in which they can act. In the Great War 
it was over a year from its outbreak 
before there was any need to introduce 
conscription into Britain, and with the! 
much shorter front on the present occasion 
‘and with such large Anglo-French armies 
instantly available it is better. for the 
time being at any rate, for the ma/ority 
of Britons in Shanghai to carry on with 
jtheizr jobs and duties here.

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‘There are, of course, numbers of men | 
who rightly feel that with their country} 
at war it is their duty to hasten to join 
up, and to these there is only praise- 
worthy acknowledginent ta be made of | 
their patriotic desires, As nothing is 
being done officially to assist Britons | 
wishing to enlist and as there are no 
doubt men who are not in a position to 
pay their own way, the suggestion has 
been made by a correspondent that some- 
thing be done in the way of organizing a 
fund by which those desirous of going to 
Engignd to enlist could be assisted on their 
way. Views on this matter are requested; 
and if any letters are addressed to the 
correspondent who signs himself “Buck,” 
care of the Editor of this journal, they 
will be gladly forwarded to the right 
destination. For ourself, we incline to the 
view that there is no need for haste in 
the mutter, except perhaps to organize 
whatever machinery and finances might be 
desirable later on, Brilain and France 
have all the men under arms which they 
require and unless there should come 
some further and at present unforeseen 
developments in the situation if is better 
not to overload the authorities at home or 
to denude Shunghai of its employed man- 
power. No-one can say, of course, what 
the future holds for us all. Ii is 
extremely difficult to see just how the 
unfoldment of this great drama wil 
proceed, who might eventually be drawn 
into active participation, or Just where it 
will be desirable to have forc2s available. 
We are in the very early days of hostili- 
ties which are still only slawly develop- 
ing.

become involved in a war she becomes barbarous, forgetting 
immediately anything about gentlemanly behavior and 
common sense. 

Although strorgly advocating 
the neutrality of the International Settlement, the British 
people regard it og their concassion. It cannot be overe- 
looked that the British people are acting as they wish in 
the International Settlement, while Germans are maintaining 
a Calm attitude for they understand the complicated situation 
in Shanghai. This does not disagrec with our policy of 
non-intervention with the Europeen war, ie must impeach 
the attempt of Britain to bring the European war into 


Shanghai. 

We deny tho neutrality of the 
Settlement. Ye maintain that the Settlements are under the 
gontrol of Japan in the same way as other occupicd areas. 
Wo demand the suppression of the Chungking Government's 
organs and the hoisting of the Kuomintang flag in the Foreign 
Bettlements.

The declaration issued by our 
government clearly indicates that Japan will not de 
drawn into the Zuropean conflict and that she will 
endeavour to sattle the China incident, This ts our 
government's policy. The Powers, whethcr involved in 
the war or not, are undoubtedly intereated in the 
aiplomatic policy of Japan because she will make use of 
the Buropean situation in dealing with the China incident. 

The diplomatic policy of the 
Hiranuma Cabinet was based on morality. Before we 
eould see the results of this polisy it was replaced by the 
Abe Cabinet, Of course, the fundamental policy adopted 
by the Konoye Cabinet in dealing with the China affair 
will never be changed despite any changes in the Cabinet, 
However, the enforcement of the policy will be changed 
in accordance with the rapidly changing situation. 

It ie clear that third Powers 
have be:n obatructing a settiement of the China affair 
by rendering assistance to China. It is bélicved that 
the European war will affect such assistance. Judging 
by their movements, third Powers will continue to 
demonstrate a hostile attitude towarde Japan and continue 
their assistance to China under the pretext of protccting 
their om interests. However, our policy to overthrow 
such attitude will not be changed.

cut down the flagpole there with a saw, The special 
intelligence officer replied that following the occurrence 
of this matter, a protest was immediately addressed to the 
8,.M.0. by the German Consulate-General, requesting the 
tranamiesion of the protest to the British Consulate- 
General in Shenghai. A letter of apology wae received 
from the British Consulate-General through the $.éM.C. 
yeaterday with » promise to oompensate all damages done, 
The German Consulate-General was therefore satisfied. 

It ia said that after the Kihg of Belgium 
ordered the troope to cease resistance, Germany has 
announced that Belgium ie no longer in existence.

i% appears that Shanghai cannot catape the turmoil of the 

European war. Ho matter whether or not all these reports 
are exiggeratcd, we arc of the opinion that the rosidenta 

in Shanghai, eepecially the Chinese people, should attach 

importacce to tho following points :- 

Firstly, the residents in Shanghai should 
strictly observe neutrality. China haa been engaged in 
the war of resistance for the sake of the independence and 
liberty of her peopie, With the exception of Japan, the 
Chinese peoplc regard all foreign countries which are in

The Ministry cf Eupply controls the stocks and the prices of all¥ 
essential industriel raw materials, anc the accumulated stocks of thc 


materials in this country on the outbreak of wer heve been transferred 
to the Ministry. 
The tesks or the Ministry of Supply in order of priority are - 
(1) Bovequio tac Services. 
2) To mobiiize end cragsnize production. 
(3) To provide anpla wveservscs. 
(4) To tnercacc the rets of production. 
(S$) To orgenize the use anc distribution of raw meterials in such 
& wey aS to keeo the Life of tne nation going and to meintain 
the Expo:t Trede. 


Profiting sv the cxneriencs or the last wer, the Ministry of Supply 
has been able ta bégzin at tno point where the Ministry of Munitions 
left off in 1918. <=" “he cegluning of the DeTence Progremmc there were 
4 netional Ordnance. Fractaritsu: 18 were put in hand since then and 6 
more since the beginning cf whe war - 28 in all. At present over 70 
firms other then normel factories cre making snells, ineluding those 
maxing components over 700 factories ars now éenazecd on munition work. 
The number is growineg dailv. 29,000 firms have had their premises and 
equipment surveyed and G sveileble for tht production of munitions, 
etc. when reguire?d Sines the bexinning of September the Ministry of 
Supply has placed ovsr “..30,000,003 viorth of orders for munitions and 
War equipment. Tuc completion st nen factcrics is being rapidly 
accelerated and 211 oxistins plant is woraing to full capacity. To-day 
one types of sheli is beiiug produced at 4 rate six times faster than was 
possible with comnaretls rssources during the lest ver, and the inereascd 
production owing t2 ‘canniceal improvements is being effected with about 
half the labour foxrnerZ?y recuired. Tne full output of the machine tool 
trade has been teken for uygent reauirements, and increased capacity 
for machine too} nanufacturt is b3ing provided. 


LABOUR . 


The Trede Union movcncent in epite of differences with Government 
on internel policy is united with them tn the prosecution of the wer, 
having for its objcct ths ereation of circumstances in which work people 
in Germany will be able ta reguin the rreedom to live their own lives. 
Mr. Greenwood expressed this point of view as follows "Those for whom 
I can specially socek arc fighting for a world in which henceforth lew 
shell rule instead cf force. Te co not went incercascd power for Britian 
in the world. We want no néw lands". 


The labour effort has kecn directed to taking all possible stcps 
to make the greatest possible use of the huge resources of skill and 
plant in British industry. In the United Kingdom (Greet Britian and 
Northern Ireland) about £2 million people are geinfully occupied 
and steps have becn end are bcing taken to orgenise this grcat industrial 
force in order that the needs of the population and of the fighting 
forces will bc supplicd whatever the dcmends. “ 


These errengcmonts are Seing carried out by voluntery mcthods and 
not by Stete compulsion. 


In such important industrics 28 enginccring znd Ship-building it is 
recognised that it is mecessory to usc the skilled men to the grvuatcst 
edventege and to confine them to kcy operations. In tne Enginecring 
industry the skilled trade unions heve voluntarily sgreed to sllow i¢ss 
skilled men to taxe their places on work whien res so fer been curricd out 
only by skilled workers end have thereby greatiy increased the potenticl 
e2pecity of the industry. Similar discussions 2re taxing plice in the 
Shipbuilding end other industries. Such voluntcry agreements ere preferred 
in Greet Britian to State compulsion beceuse the rights of the various 
clesses of workpeople which hrve been created oy years of effort arc 
sofeguarded, 


Through joint committees of employers! organisetions and trede unions 
in verious industries the resources of the industries ure being mobilised 
to eneble the mzxinum production to be effected and to expand the 
production es required. Througn committees upon which trede unions ore 
represented rew material is to be elloceted end the price controlled. 
Arrangements ere being mide for the Government Departments to have the 
edvice of trade union representctives and to enable the workpeople 
equally with the employers to bring thcir cxpericnee and knowledge to 
beer on the organisation of production. 


Greet movements of workpeople into new occupstions cre necessary 
and arrangements arc being made for their voluntary transfor end training. 
The conditions of work in new circutstances are thc subject of discussion 
and settlement with the trade unions. Effective moasurcs are also being 
taken to supply the Fighting Forces with the lerge complements of skilicd 
men necessery for their highly mechanised unite. 


Even such metters ©s laundering and boot repeiring for the Forces 
heave been the subject of arrangements with the employers' organisations 
and trade unions in order that the national rcsocurecs mey be economically 
and cffoctively utilised. 


In consultation with eaployers' orgenisations and tredé unions = list 
of key occupations hes buon compiled in order thet ocn in such oceupetions 
mey not be teken into the Forces. Tnis assures not only thet industry 
is kept fully menned to produce munitions but <1iso thet, whon the wer is 
over, industry generally will nave = basis for reconstruction 2nd cxpansion. 


In all these sctivities ©1l scetions of the populetion are united end 
Great Britien is assured 2gainst dislocation of its wer effort by industri 
disputes by the widespread machinery for negotiztion end erbitration which 
hes beén built up during the lest 20 yesrs. The lest war gave the lsbour 
movement increesed prestige and it is the clear vicw of all sections of 
opinion that in fighting new tgainst Nezism thcy cre prepsring the way 
for an advance in the stetus of workpcople not only in Great Britian but 
aleo in oth¢r countries, including, not least, Germany. 


INTERNAL AND EXPORT TRADE, 


Apart from the work which the Ministry of Supply docs to ensure 
that efter urgent necds have becn nict 2 sufficiency of rew materials is 
avallable for the production of goods for the home market, steps have 
been taken to institute & systcn of wear risks insurence on stocks of 
commodities carried by traders. Measurce sre clso to be taken to prevent 
profiteering and sre to be fimed st anyone who mikes en cxecssive profit, 
whethcr producer, middleman, or reteiler. 


A&S regerds the Export Trade, the President of thc Boerd of Trade 
has said that every effort is to be mede to ensure thet the country's 
exporting capacity is used to the best sdvantage. It is hoped thet 
manufacturers And exporters will in the netionsl intercst take the 
fullest advantege of 211 cpportunities for export. Export Credits are 
at present being granted at figures conmpsring favourebly with those 
beforc the outbreak of wer. 


Although the Ministry of Economic Warfere is primarily coneerned 
with opereting the blockscce ageinst Serneany, ett., the very oporction of 
the blockads aeens tnet =~ considerable quantity of raw material is 
confiscated for this country's use. During the first five weeks of the 
wer the totz] quantity Of goods detained as suspected contrabend amounted 
to coout 315,000 tons. During tre week ending October 7th the British 
contrabend control aeteined 26,000 tons of goods xs to which tnerc was 
evidence thet they were contreband destined to Germany. The curgoes

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FINANCE. 


Finance 1s tne life-blood of industry in wer-time as well ae in 
peacc. Britain's overwhelming financial strength is © consideroble 
contribution to the nations] industriel effort. This country ctn 
devote precticelly half its income if nced be to the presecution of 2 
war, Since it is the mergin over the level of bere necessities which 
determines financial strength. It has been estimetec thet in 1937 
the per capita income of Gernany wes £623, while in the same ycar the 
corresponding figure from Great Britain wes £107. There is here, therc- 
force, & margin which, while it is spent on luxury in peace time, would 
be ncbilised for the purpose of war if necessary. Britain's external 
financial strength is 6180 impressive. The snnusl income on British 
foreign investaents is about £200,000,000 per year, while the capital 
is many times greater. In gold foreign exchenge snd income ylelding 
investments Great Britcin hes foreign assets of sore than £109 per hee 
of its populstion. Even for tne United Stztes which is recognised as 
wealthy netian the figure is no more then sbout £47 per head. 
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; HOW THE BRITISH NAVY HUNTS U-BUATS. 


(The following account of a recent successful U-boat hunt conpiled 
from the account of an eye-witness, 1s issued by the admiralty). 


Destroyers were at Sea on an independent search for submarines in 
northern waters. The weather was typical, with a shrewd wind from the 
north-north-west causing the tops of the little sees to break, and a ercss 
swell from another direction. The sky was grey and overcast, with 
occasional squalls of rain blotting out the horizon and shutting down the 
visibility to about seven miles. 

Reports received announced that an eneny submarine had been located 
some distance to the southward. “itnin a few minuted they were steaming 
in the direction indicated at something over thirty knots. Jt took then 
some hours to reach the reported position; but arriving, they slowed down 
and started to quarter the sea according to the prearranged plan. Their 
guns were manned, and depth charges ready. Zxtra lookouts were on the 
bridge, and the ships’ companies keyed up to the idea of action. They all 
Knew what was in the wind. Though it was afternoon, end those who had 
kept night watches might reasonably have becr asleep, there were few 
men on the mess-decks. 


The search continued. For some time nothing happened. Then, quite 
sudaenly, a flag hoisted ty one of the destroyers indictaed that the scent 
nad been picked up. The deudly Asdics were at work. The remorseless hunt 
began. 

Depth-cherge after depth-charge was dropped or projected from the 
throwers - not haphazard; but according to schemes invented and tried 
out long before the war. 


The thudding detonations of those massive canisters about the size 
of ordinary dustbins seemed to squeeze the air, and caused the sea 
momentarily to shimmer as if oeaten by heavy rain. Exploding at various 
deptns below water, they shook tne ships from which they were projected, 

and raised hugs mushrsom-shaped nummocks of waite water which burst 
upwards in great spouts of spray tinged grey by the high explosive. 


Tne explosions died away, and there came the inevitable suspense as 
to whethor the attack hed becn successful. many eyes searched the sva for 
tne signs of a submarine breaking surfacc, or oil or wreckage floating 
up from the dspths. But for the time nothing apscared. 

Collecting his destroyers, the seniar officer ordered anothur attacz, 
Once more tne depth-chergcs were dropped according to plan - this time 
with success. 


About half-a-milc astern of onc of the destrovers the conning tower 
and long hull of a submarine suddenly broke surface bow first in a swird 
of water. The U-boatts stern was still under water when her conning 
tower lid opened, and men startcd to tumble up on deck. She might 
have a sting left. Nodody was to know if she intended to surrender, and 
risks could not be taken. 


But it was a case of surrender. Some of the U-boat's crew could be 
Séén to be leaping overboard. Others were holding up their nands. Her 
bows started to lift as the stern slowly went under. 


Destroyers approached, stopped, end went estcrn to check their way. 
Boats were lowercd. Thoy rescued the entire crew, some from the water, 
some from the submarine herself. They were described as youngish mon 
and bearded, some still self-possessed; but others obviously shaken by 
their ordeal. They were weli cared for by thoir rescuers, who gave them 
Navy run end warm clothing. 

Those U-bos.t wcn deseribed what had heypcned inside the submarine - 
first the sound of tne hunting destroycrs' propellers becoming louder 
end louder; then the thudding cdctonetion of the first depth-chargcs, 
coming eloser ell the time. 


The first attack ceused scrious damage to their submarine and made 
her leak. There came 2 short respite, during which the propeller 
sounds could be heard receding, and left men wondering whether the hunters 
hed given up tne cheese. 
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Vein hope; unseen inpalpable fingers were soon groping again 
bencath our waters. The propeller sounds became louder again, then more 
depth chergées - close, frightfully close. 


Thet second attack put out lights, shattered delicate instruments, 
end caused worse flooding. Very soon tne U-boeat's stern was full of 
water, which came spurting in the pipes and rivet holes in the bulkhe.ud, 
Shc developed a heavy list. More water sterted to seep into the 
interior through tne damaged conning tower. 


The compressed air was leaking. There was only enough pressure 
left to blow the tenks and come to the surface end givo tne ecrsk 2 chanca 
for tncir lives, whicn the commendcr decided to do. 


The rest of the story nes been told. Shortly efter the rescue of 
her crew thet submerine flung her bows vertically tnto the wir, end sank 
Stern first ina flutter of whitened water and an over-widening patch 
of irridescent oil spreading over the surface of the soz, 
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British Labour Minister Describes orkers' Contribution to War Bifort. 


Trade Unions Support Government. 


‘As a great industrial country, we nad already great resources 
of skill and plant. To these great additions have been made, and are 
being made, so that there will be no doubt that whatever effort is 
required this country will be able to meet all the demand which will 
be made upon it". 


Thus declared Mr. Ernest Brown, Ministry of Labour, in a broadcast 
talk on the contribution of industry te the country's war effort. 


'This is a formidable task", he continued, "but we have entered 
upon 4t with an asset which our cpponent does not possess the asset 
of being a free people with free institutions. 


It is a remarkable fact that tic were able to enter upon a war 
without imposing any new form of legislative control upon the 
reguiation of wages and working conditions. 


"During the past twenty years, we have been steadily setting up, 
in each industry, joint machinery through which representatives of 
employers and work-people manage the affairs of their industri¢cs and 
settle their own conditions. 


“As I speak, this joint machinery is operating to adapt those 
eonditions to war circumstances. In the fight for freedom, we nave the 
inestimable gain of fighting with the ald of a free organisation of 
employers and worx-people tc carry on their work in the way they have 
themselves decided. 

The powerful Trade Union movement in Great Britain is convinced 
that the war is against forces that threaten those institutions, and 
that endanger the liberty of work-peoples throughout the world. 


tThey belleve that its object is to create circumstances in which 
their fellows ir Germany will oe able to rcgain freedom to live their 
own lives, and have again their own free organisations. 


"Tomorrow afterncon there will take place the first meeting of the 
National Joint Advisory Council, to which the General Council of the 
Trade Union Congress and the British Employers! Confederation have 
appointed representatives. Thesc representatives will bo in touch 
with all industries, and when I say that directly represented on one 
Side or the other are agriculture, cotton, wool, shipping, enginooring 
and retail distribution, it will be secn how great is the knowledge 
which 18 placed at the disposal of the Government. 


"The purpose of the Counct! is to advise the Government on 
questions in which employers and workers have a common intorest*, 


The Minister of Labour stated that skilled Trade Union workers 
had voluntarily agreed to allow less skilled workers to work by their 
side on work so far reserved for skillod men. A register of such 
cases would be kept, so that when peace conditions returned, the 
position of skilled men would not be prejudiced. 


Mr. Brown continued with a survey of the way various industrics 
were dealing with particular difficulties occasioned by the war. 


“A list of kay oecupations* he said “has been compiled in order 
that men in Such occupations shall not be taken from their industry 
unless required in the Forces for work for which they are skilled. 

This will assure, as far as possible, thet industry is kept fully 
manned to produce munitions and to maintain the life of the nation, and 
also that when the war is over industry generally, will have a basis 
for reconstruction and sxpansion", 


Mr. Brown concluded with a speciel word of preise for British 
merchant s6snean and fisherman in their vital and hazardous work. 


THE POLISH MINURITY 18 Ghidahy, 


One of the reasons put forward by Herr Sitler tor mre invasion oF 
Poland was the "intolerable condition” of the German minority in Poiand 
who, he said, suffered ‘unbearable terrorism" and were "physically and 
economically maltreated". This "intolerable ecndition” was, however, a 
comparatively recent discovery of the Fllhrer. A few incidents had, it 
is true, been described in the Nazi press during 1937 but towards the 
end of that year Herr Hitler concluded a Minorities Declaration with 
Poland, signed on November 5, which laid down the principles for the 
treatment of minorities in the two countries. The Declaration agreed 
that no attempt should be made to assimilate the minorities by force; 
that they should heve the free use of their mother tongues and national 
customs; that their right to unite in economi¢ or cultural associations 
Was guaranteed; that they might maintain their own shools and ehurches; 
and that there should be no discrimination against them in commerce or 
the professions. Herr ditler porofessed himself satisfied and promised 
that his Government would ensure tnat the Polish racial group should 
"live side by side in harmony and peace with the German nation". During 
the following year he never at any time spoke of any real oppression or 
persecution of the Germans in Poland. 


Jt was therefore with surprising suddenness that the German 
newspaper and wireless turned their attention six months ago to the 
tatrocities" which they alleged were being committed by the Poles 
against their German minority. But the reason for the campaign was not 
hard to discover, for it coincided exactly With the formulation of 
Nazi territorial demands against Poland, and the attacks were, as the 
earlier campaign against the Czechs had shown, a well-tried method of 
intimidation. On March 15 Nazi Germany destroyed the independence of 
C2zechosiovakia; on March 24 she absorbed Memel, and on March 27 just as 
Herr von Ribbentrop was making his demands in Warsaw the official 
German news agency announced thet "German women and children were being 
beaten and ill-treated in Poland." From that time forward when Poland 
refused Germany's demands under threat and entered into an alliance with 
Great Britian, the Nazi Press kept up a continuous stream of atrocity 
stories about the German minority in Poland. The stories were either 
a distortion of the facts or simple lies. In one case a German named 
Karletan who was arrested for the murder of a policeman was said to have 
been beaten to death and his wife arrested and his child thrown out of 
a window. But foreign newspaper correspondents in roland reported that 
Karletan was in prison in good nealth and a ghotograph was taken of his 
wife and child happily reading a copy of the "Volxische Beobachter" 
the chief Nazi newspaper. On June 22 the two Germans reported by the 
German newsegency to have been brutally murdered by Poles informed 
the Polish police *hat they nad not even been molested. A great deal of 
the agitation by the Germans in Poland in August was plainly worked up 
from the Reich on the lines of the agitations in Czechoslovakia a year 
before and last March and the Polish Government were forced in some 
cases to take precautionary measures against movements aimed at the 
destruction of their authority. 


The Poles have rightly drawn attention ta the other side of the 
picture. There are certainly as many Poles in Germany as there are 
Germans in Poland and probably more. Indeed impartial ¢stimates suggest 
that there are not more than 1,000,000 Germans in Poland whereas the 
German census of 1910 showed that there were 1,5000,000 Poles in what is 
now the Third Reich. This Polish minority itn Germany has never 
6njoyed that “harmony and peace" promised by Herr Hitler to the Poles in 
Germeny in November, 1937 for the simple réason that the all-enbracing 
and all~absorting National-Socialist system of government is fundamentally 
Ineompatible with minority rights. Ths National-Socialist legal system 
is designed sololy to promote the interests and eadvencements of the 
Germen people, whilst the unrestricted power of the Germen Government to 
interfere in every field of activity cvcn in peacetime enables officials 
to exert direct and indirect pressure on the members of national 
minorities. This pressure has again and agein boen employed to reduce 
the economic and culturel life of the Polish minority to the rigid 
Nationel-Socialist pattcrn. 
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Por excmple, in Nazi Germeny there ars no free professional 
SSSoclietions. The associations to which doctors, lewyers and engineers 
belong cre ell of them entirely politics] in chsractcr. To gein member- 
Ship the individual citizen hes to show thet ne is a féirvid National- 
Socielist. And yet if he docs not teleng to such en essaciation he 
cennot cerry on nis profession or business at 2ll. Consequently unless 
Poles in Germany seeeptcd Nutions]-Sociclism in sll its aspects they 
Were excluded from most professions and trades currying any @egree of 
social prestigc. This fact wos «2 clear ebuse of the FUnrer's undertaking 
thet "the nembers sf ¢ minority“ should not "solely on account of such 
mombership suffer any obstruction or disadvantge in the choice or in 
the exercise of their profession’. Nor were Toles permitted to have any 
deslings in reel ostate. A itv of 1937 epplying to the eastern fronticr 
of the Reich leia down thet buying, selling, inheriting and lcasing of 
Jend required the asprovel of the local Lsndret, and this approval was 
invariably withheld from Poles. In tne sphere of educution tnere were 
Scvere obstcelss to Poles becoming aualifice tereners in Germuny since 
no Pole could obtein © placc im 2 treining colleges Unless he declared 
his belie? in the Netionel-Socialist ereed. Consequently tncore wes an 
ayortetsieligks tele SagteMeve tale nis ete oleate mip) retodlibetg) setelererey lls). 


Apart from these restrictions on the professional activity of the 
better educeted Poles cases of Germen Nazi interference with Polish 
religious practices became more frequtnt. Services including funcrals 
conducted in the Polisn languezes wert broken up by German rowdies or 
GVéen forbiddiun to take piace - another definite violztion of the 
MOUs ie weiss Ibe agentes testi ieipiay ayetel toby AUSIe)  ooibianlstoi tose Ieroiilans) Viele: 
compelled ta lesve their hemes of the fronticr for the interior of thehcich. 


The formulation of tne fer-resching German demends on the Polish 
Government and the opening of the violent Gcermen press campaign egainst 
Polend in the Spring of this ycar coincided with a relaxation of such 
polices protection of the Polish minoritiss as hac previously existed. 
Througnout German Silvsic and East Prussia Poles were molested and their 
property demegecd. Stoncs were thrown at Polish schools, institutions 
and private houses, and mony windows were delibcretely smashed. Polish 
schoolteachers wers mishandleé in the strects and in exfts. Threats of 
dismissal were mace against Polish workmen, and the use of the Polish 
lenguags scqucntly geve rise to incidents. Beyond this there was « 
whole scrics of irritecting cdwinistrstive diseriminetions. Some Polish 
schools were clcscd, passports were taken from business men ond men 
working Scrose the fronticr, ond Polish méctings prohibited. At this tims 
too etteacns on Folish rcligious prectices beeim: more common. German 
mobs prevented Toles from going into churches; Polish Romin Cxtholic 

apers were seized; pilgrimigcs to Czestochowa, the ‘Polish Lourdcs"” 
Here prohibited; end Ppolisn inscriptions on cresses were defaced. 


On Hey 17th, tho Gurmin Government began to carry out « census with 
the object of proving thet there were fewer Poles in Germeny thet the 
Polish Government meintained. Every «ind of administrative pressure or 
trictsry wee employed to induce the Foles to opt in favour of German 
nationelity, Poles wure not sllowed to fill in forms themselves, tnis 
being done by the siricials often in = Sense contrary to the wishes of 
the inhsbitents. Discrimination was sometimes used egainst Poles in the 
actucl manner of toking the census #s they hed to cppear in person before 
the loes officer cnd stetc their choice, while the Germens were eble to 

fill in forms in their own homes. Distributors of leaflets urging the 
Polcs to opt for Polish netionality were punished with imprisonment. 
Other Poles werc sent to contcntretion camps without :ny reason being 
given and an incressing mumber of inoffensive Polish families who were 
not even active in the minority culturel orgenizations, were snifted from 
thet ronther Ton shown ed Gmot the sic vein. 

To sum uv, the position of the Poles in Germany wes difficult before 
tne Gernuesn-Polish Minority Deeleretion and became stcadily worse nfter 
the Germen territorial demands were made against Poland lost March. In 
fece of growing pressurc from the Gestapo (the Seeret Police) both upon 
Polish individusls and orgSnizations few Poles dered to express their 
resentment. Polish newspepers in Germany were forbidden to publish 
enything sbout the minority’s gricvenecs end those which did were 
confiscatcd. Poles in the Germen fronticr districts wore squally afraid

THE BRITISH ARMY 


The record of tne British Army nas so far suffered even more than those 
of the otner two Services from the secrecy wnich wust necessarily veil its 
earlier cperations. The Secretary of State lifted this veil sufficiently 
yesterday to show that both in perfornaance and in promise the effort of 
Great Britian on land-is not unwortny. He had two main tasks to gerform--- 
first to counteract the ceaseless Nazi assertions that this effort was and 
would always be negligitle, and secondiy to satisfy the widespread desire 
among our oWn pearle to serve the Allied cause in sume active capacity. 

Both tasas tiere admirably carried out. The key figure in the achievements 
of the past is the 158,000 men who had been transported to France, exclusive 
of "stroug reinforcements" sent from various sources te the Middle East and 
elsewhere. iore men have been transported to Francs in a shorter time then 
in 1914, and without @ single casualty due to enemy action. 

But this figure dses not tell tne whole story. In the first place tne 
present F.".FP. hes been asveloped with far greater rapidity, for only two 
and half yeurs ego there were in preparation only five divisions as a general 
Strategic reserve, and one of then was being preparcd "on a Continental 
scale", Lord Haldane hed fer more time than that in which to prepare his 
B.E.F. In the second plaice a tremendous reserve to the advance guard of 
1939 is already in signt. At the outbreak of war tic Army had at its 
disposal in this country alone --- including the doubled Territorial Army, 
the Reservists, and the Militia --- ncoarly one million men. It was inmediate- 
ly given the guarantce of & vast and reguier flow of recruits by the passage 
of the National Service. (armed Forces) Act, which iaposed liability on all 
men aged 18 to 41. Tt ‘s small wonder that Jr. Horc-Belisha was abie to say 
that tne field army of thirty-two divisions laid down last April ‘will not be 
the limit of our effort", in the third plece the fighting power of tne Army 
of 1959 is far greater than thet of the Army of 1914. The 148,000 men sent 
in the first six weexs cr the last war took with them only 800 mechanised 
vehicles. The 158,000 men sent in the first five weeks of this war have taken 
With them 25,000 vehicits. This figure gives some idea of the gigantic 
problems of transportation and co-ordination succesefully solved by the able 
and devoted officers entrusted with thse task, now successfully accomplished, 
of getting the B.E.F. into the line. These fathers of the "young Contemptibles' 
may well be proud of tneir work. It goes far ta ansver Nazi propaganda, and 
the rese of the answer may be left to Hitler himseir. 

It was fundamentally wrong (he seys in “Mein Xsupf") to paint 

the enemy in @ ridicalous light .... wrong because, when the 

enémy was actually mct with in the flesh, it .as bound at 

once to produce on our méen a totally difference impression of \ 
hin, nich later took its revenge in a most terrible manner; 

for tne German soldier, under the direct impression of the wy 
enemy's power of rcsiStance, noi reit he had been deceived 

by the fabricators of his informetion up to that moment, and, 

insteec of strengthen’ ng or at least confirming his fighting 
x6enness, it did the opposite, The men broke iiown under it. 


But it may be asked how the great Army now in being or in sight 
will be maintained and expanded. The anawer involves considerations of man- 
power and of supply, some of which were given by MR. HORE-BELISHA yesterday. 
As regard man-power, it must not be forgotten that the steps taken before 
the wer gave the Army in che last six months of peace not far short of 
three-quarters of the rseruits (400,000) wno enlisted in the first month of 
the War of 1914. Moreover the 1914 recruits nad practically no equipment, 
whereas the 1939 reeruits had a great deal; end, whereas recruitment in 
1914 and right up to 1916 was haphazard, in 1939 it is besed on the power to 
call up classes when and from where thcy are wanted. It has always been 
clear, however, that comculsory service, unless it ass been in force long . 
enough to make all men 91 military sec trained soldiers, has its disadvantages, 
The more orderly system followed in 1929 is indispensable; but, if ebs.oltely 
undiluted, it may well cronte = sense OF disappointnent among those anxious 
to serve ct once and an inpression thet only the young are deing taken to 
fight, or that the whole effort is sm.ll and leisurcly. That is why the 
decision, confirmed yesterday, to accept volunteers up to certain ‘upper ege 
limits is to be warmly commended. 


= 
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Broadly speaking specialists up to the age of forty-five and non-specialists 
up to the age of thirty-eight will now be welcomed at all recruiting offices 
or Ministry of Labour offices, where they will be registered, and there- 
after calied up in batcnes pari passu with those called up in age groups. 

It is also important tc nate thet all Eritish subjects will henceforth be 
accepted as volunteers provided tnat they are resident in this country; 

and that alien residents will also be accepted if approved by the Home 
Office. The principles adopted for the use of man-power may be aumned up by 
saying that all will serve in their turn; all who so desire can serve 
before their turn; no boys will be asked to do men's jobs; the labour 
requirements of the industry which supplies the Army will not be sabotaged; 
and special forms of service suitable to men too old or too young to serve 
oversea will be avilable in the shape of Home Defence battalions. It should 
be added that the principle of commissioning from the ranks will apply to 
practically all except ssecialist appointments, and that every private will 
have at least a second-lieutenent's star in the modcrn equivalent of his 
Knapseck. 


Finally, it may be asked when the turn of the opportunity to serve 
will come, That depends entirely on the expansion of supply and of training 
facilities, which was bezun indeed many months ago but must now be urged 
on without pause. The position is already very different from that of 1914. 
Many more formations have their equipment in being or in early prospect 
and the effectiva strength of the Army in the field, already greater, 
will increase far more rapidly. The cyes of the nation are therefore turn- 
ing expectantly to the MINISTER OF SUPPLY who possesses, and must preserve, 

their good will in his colossal task. But already 1t can be said that 
the Service which started latest to expand has reached formidable pro- 
portions, and that the present lusty infant will not take lang to become 
& giant.

Germany it is 
said, has prepared aecinst a ‘blockade’ and is well stocked with ali 
essentials; even if this were not tne cease, Serran trade #ith the 
Balsans ence the Baltic States cannot fe stopped, and the German-Soviet 
pact cpens up new commercial channels whieh the Allies cannot olock.

Such arguments are entirely specious. Even allowing four tae 
Henin mevelopaent of Geran domestic prodiction and af sernan trace 
with Buropeen countries, this would not compensate for tne trade fron 
whien Gernaany is now cut off by the Allied Contraberd Ucntrol. Let us 
assuac that Germany can in part mare goed certuin deficiencies by the 
production of synthetic wool and rutcer, by extracting oil fron coal, 
and by substituté fertilisers. Let us assuse thet Russia's defective 
system and transport will allow her, 19 Spite of her awn war ceifort, 
to provide Germany witn iron ore, manganese, asbestos, pnosphures and 
tTodder. Let us 6ven assume that Gernany can persuade Norway to crovice 
her with whale oil, Sweden with more iron ore, Roumania with «nore 
eetroleun, and Yugoslavia with more antimony. Teken altogethif, these 
ASeLIptlons represent en ancredible Gnltkely etute of atteurse vant

As Acting Press Attache I would be grateful if 
you would go into the question as to whether there are objec- 
tions to the private showing of the propaganda film “For Free- 
dom", in a Licenced Cinema such as the "Uptown" or "Capital" 
for about one week.

We would like to be able 
to advertise the film as the cost seems likely to be high and 
I should be glad of your views on this point. If you see ob- 
jections we could no doubt publicise it widely by circulars 
and through Clubs. 


I should let you know that if arrangements can be 
satisfactorily made for the showing of this film we will probably 
proceed with other propaganda films of a similar nature, so it 
is clearly important that there should be no misunderstandings 
and that every aspect shovnld be carefully studied. 


If you feel that the use of a recognised cinema is 
undesirable, we will try and speed up our plans, now under 
way, for the use of a room at the Race Course, but this would 
only hold 300 persons and projectors are not at present avail- 
able.

Le The question arises as to what method will be adopted for 
the translation daily of the Noon News Bulletin. The suggestion 
put forward that it be done through this office is not feasible 
for very obvious reasons. 
as The Indian Government policy regarding religion is "Strict 
Neutrality" and the uge of the Gurdwara and Mosques for the 
disseminationof propaganda is not advisable. 
3. This office cannot undertake the distribution of propaganda 
with Police Orders as it will be a sign of weakness on our part. 
If it is knewn that agitation is rife amongst the Sikh Police it 
requires sterner methods than propaganda Leaflets. 
4. The answer to this is similar to No. l. 
5S. The idea is good but all necessary arrangements and 
distribution of tickets etc. should be undertaken by an outside 
source. 

On the 21st December 1939 this office was asked by 
Mr. AcAcLe Tuson of the British Embassy for suggestions regarding 
the dissemination of propaganda amongst the local Sikh Community 
and a copy of the reply forwarded 19 attached. JI am still of 
opinion thet propaganda coming from India would have greater 
reaults than anything that could be done locally.

2. Khalsa Samachar or Sikh Affairs. As will he noted by 


its name it deals solely with Sikhs matters with leanings towards 
religicus affairs, ‘The trend of thought too, is borderings, if not 
at times obvious, towards anti-lL.ohamredanism, and is therefore not 
@ suitable poublication for Mohammedans. As regards their attitude 
towards the British I would not actually say they are pro-Britisn 
but they certainly are not anti-Britisn. 

3. sherei-Punjab or Lion of the Punjab. This publication 
is also pro-Sikh but does not touch on religion. Althourh printed 
in Urdu I do not censider it a suitable paper for the | ohammedan 
Community. It has on occasions had a definite anti-Lritish outlook. 

For any effective propaganda amongst the local community it 
is the opinion of this office that the only feasible method would 
be to have panphlets or an extra page inserted in theses papers in 
India before despatenine them to Shanghai. The only means available 

: 
te ug for this type of work is the laborious method of writing it 
out by hand and the copies turned out by a Ouplicater. This, though 
possible, would not create a #o0d impression on the Indians, but on 
the contrary might be construed as a sigh of weakness béth on the 
‘part of this office and the British Consulate. 

Lastiy, I would suggest that this office be supplied with 
a copy of articles of "Indian Information", articles considered 
useful we could disseminate by word of mouth, 

A few articles have from time to time appeared in the inelish 
press guch as l.ohamnedan troops sent cto #rance, or speeches of 
loyalty by some Indian Princes who incidentally have also been of 
the ilohammedan faith. This type of news would not create a favour- 
able impression in the minds of Sikhs who form the greater percentage 


of the community.
